Boys’  X-Country  Lacks  Depth 

NAPS  Overwhelms

On  Wednesday  the  Boys’  Cross 
Country  team  lost  its  first  meet  of  the 
season  to  a tough  Navy  Prep  squad. 
NAPS  is  always  quite  strong,  so  the 
boys  were  not  expecting  to  win  the 
meet,  but,  in  fact,  a few  individuals 
did  perform  well.  Since  it  was  the  first 
and  probably  the  hardest  meet  of  the 
season,  the  team  basically  trained 
right  through  it,  but  did  not,  of 
course,  write  it  off  completely. 


As  is  past  years,  NAPS  used  an  in- 
telligent strategy  that  the  Andover 
team  found  hard  to  beat.  The  NAPS 
runners  all  started  out  strong,  runn- 
ing is  a V-Shaped  pack  at  the  front  of 
the  field.  Bill  McNulty,  the  top  An- 
dover runner,  found  himself  stuck 
from  the  start  behind  the  NAPS  run- 
ners in  their  wedge.  Luckily  for  Bill 
and  the  rest  of  the  Andover  team,  the 
shaven-headed  NAPS  boys  were 
unable  to  keep  the  wedge  together  for 


the  whole  race.  As  the  wedge  loosned, 
Bill  was  able  to  get  free  of  it,  and  thus 
finished  the  race  behind  only  one 
NAPS  runner. 

Chuck  MacEachern,  the  second 
fastest  Andover  runner  in  the  race, 
provided  the  most  spectacular  finish 
of  the  day.  Coming  onto  the  baseball 
field,  the  last  open  stretch  of  the  race. 
Chuck  was  in  fifth  place,  running 
behind  two  boys  from  NAPS.  In  an 
amazing  display  of  pure  speed. 
Chuck  flew  past  his  two  opponents, 
leaving  them  to  settle  for  fourth  and 
fifth  places. 

Unfortunately  for  the  Andover 
team  as  a whole,  the  NAPS  runners 
who  had  initially  formed  the  wedge 
managed  to  finish  very  well,  captur- 
ing fourth  through  seventh  as  well  as 
ninth  and  tenth  places.

The  se- 
cond and  third  place  finishes  from 
Bill  and  Chuck,  respectively,  showed 
that  Andover  could  compete  fairly 
well  against  the  NAPS  squad. 

Coach  Ned  Gallagher  described  the 
meet  as  one  he  expected  the  team  to 
lose,  but  said  also  that  Andover  did 
much  better  than  he  or  anyone  else 
thought  they  would.  He  was  pleased 
that  the  top  three  runners  were  able  to 
compete  so  well,  and  has  confidence 
that  the  rest  of  the  team  will  soon  be 
up  there  with  them.  He  feels  that  the 
team  is  in  great  shape  for  its  meet 
against  Harvard  on  Saturday.  An- 
dover has  not  beaten  Harvard  in 
Cross  Country  for  something  like  10 
years,  but  Gallagher  believes  that 
Saturday  will  be  the  day  for 
Andover’s  victory.  He  hopes  that 
everyone  who  doesn’t  have  another 
committment  will  be  by  the  paddle 
tennis  courts  at  2:15  on  Saturday  to 
cheer  the  Andover  runners  on  as  they 
run  up  against  Harvard.

On  Saturday  the  Boys’  Cross 
Country  team  lost  its  second  meet  of 
the  season  to  a to  lgh  Harvard  team.

Andover’s 
runners  also  managed  to  form  a pack, 
but  owing  to  the  relative  inexperience 
of  the  Andover  squad  as  compared  to 
Harvard,  Andover’s  pack  trailed 
behind  Harvard’s.  When 
MacEachern  reached  the  log  cabin, 
about  halfway  through  the  course,  he 
was  4th  behind  3 Harvard  runners. 
Harvard’s  pack  began  to  disintegrate, 
so  MacEachern  was  able  to  move  past 
the  Harvard  boys.  He  continued  with 
his  lead  and  by  the  time  he  reached 
the  finish  line  he  was  comfortably 
ahead  of  all  of  the  Harvard  runners. 
He  completed  the  race  in  just  under 
15:00  minutes. 

Meanwhile,  the  rest  of  the  Andover 
pack  was  gaining  ground  against  the 
Harvard  leaders.  Denny  Palmer, 
most  successful  of  the  rest  of  Blue 
runners  managed  to  finish  fifth;  right 
in  the  heart  of  the  Harvard  pack.

Holderness  and  Hebron 
got  pounded  by  a superior  Andover 
squad,  and  neither  team  ever  had.  a 
prayer.  Basically,  the  race  belonged 
to  Andover  the  whole  way. 

Bill  McNulty,  Chuck  MacEachern, 
and  Andrew  Sheffer  grabbed  the  first 
three  places  for  the  team.

Boys’  Cross  Country  Places 
Seventh  In  New  York  Race

On  Friday  evening,  seven  members 
of  the  cross  country  team  left  An- 
dover and  headed  for  NYC  and  a 
^ross-country  race  at  Van  Courtland 
Park,  the  14th  Annual  Manhatten 
College  Invitational.  Arriving  in  the 
Big  Apple  at  around  1 1 o’clock,  the 
team  headed  for  Brooklyn  Heights 
and  the  home  of  one  cross  country 
Tinner.  Once  ai  the  house,  the  team 
mmediatelv  went  to  bed  in  prepara- 
on  for  the  race  the  following  day. 
The  runners  woke  up  early  and 
rove  to  the  Bronx  and  Van 
-ourtland  Park.  Their  race  was  not 
start  until  2:45,  but  they  got  to  the 
-trk  at  about  10:30  and  thus  had 
?nty  of  time  to  examine  the  course 
r'd  competition.  They  jogged  the 
'Urse  once  and,  for  the  most  part, 
-re  fazed  with  the  way  it  was  set  up. 
asically,  the  course  was  one  big  hill, 
he  first  half  of  the  course  went  up 
e hill,  and  the  second  came  back 
™n.  It  was  2.5  miles  in  length, 
aking  it  slightly  shorter  than  An- 
over’s  own  2.8  mile  course. 

There  _ were  over  5,000  runners 
impeting  in  all  of  the  various 
itegories,  so  there  were  races  star- 
ng  every  ten  or  fifteen  minutes.  The 
indover  team  watched  a few  of  the 
arts  to  get  a feel  for  the  pace.  They 
en  went  back  to  the  rally  wagon  to 
entally  prepare  themselves  for  the 
petition. 


After  sitting  around  relaxing  for 
about  an  hour  and  a half,  the  Blue 
runners  went  down  to  the  field  at 
about  2:00  to  begin  getting  warmed 
up.  They  did  some  jogging,  stretched, 
and  practiced  starts.  There  were  seven 
separate  races  in  the  varsity  category, 
of  which  the  boys  were  in  the  fourth. 
Thus,  they  had  the  opportunity  to  see 
three  other  varsity  races  start  before 
they  ran. 

They  had  finished  warming  up  by 
the  time  the  third  Varsity  race  began, 
so  they  set  up  on  the  line  and  practic- 
ed a few  more  starts.  Finally,  they 
were  all  ready,  and  the  race  began. 

The  first  part  of  the  race  was  best 
described  as  a stampede,  as  250  run- 
ners sprinted  across  a huge  field, 
heading  for  a bottleneck  at  a 15-foot 
wide  path  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
field.  The  seven  Andover  runners 
quickly  lost  contact  with  each  other  in 
the  scramble.  For  the  first  half  mile 
or  so,  the  runners  were  so  tightly 
packed  together  that  passing  was  vir- 
tually  impossible,  but  as  the  pack 


began  to  spread  out,  those  Andover 
runners  who  had  started  in  the  rear  of 
the  pack  began  to  push  forwards,  and 
soon  they  were  all  in  the  top  100  of 

the  racers. 

When  the  race  was  over,  Andover 
had  placed  seventh  out  of  the  35 
teams  in  the  race  with  a point  total  of 
24  2 The  Andover  point  scorers  were 
Bill  McNulty,  who  placed  7th,  Chuck 
MacEachern,  loth,  Chris  Husband, 
71th,  Denny  Palmer,  76th,  and  David 
Fisher,  78th.  Dave  Kaiser  and  Rich 
Geigei  also  placed  within  the  top  100. 

Coach  Ned  Gallagher  was  pleased 
with  the  outcome  of  the  week,  as  he 
had  only  decided  to  attend  the  meet  in 
order  to  give  the  runners  experience. 
As  it  turned  out,  the  team  did  very 
well,  especially  considering  that  they 
were  running  an  unfamiliar  course 
and  in  an  unfamiliar  format.  Also, 
number  three  runner  Andrew  Sheffer 
did  not  compete  due  to  illness. 
Gallagher  felt  that  with  Sheffer,  the 
team  probably  would  have  placed  in 
the  top  five  in  their  race.

X-Country  Rolls  On

Boys’  Cross  Country  ran  two  away 
races  this  week,  against  Northfield 
Mount  Hermon  on  Saturday  and  ver- 
sus St.  Paul’s  on  Wednesday.  In 
Saturday’s  meet  the  boys  lost  19  to  42 
to  an  extremely  tough  NMH  squad, 
but  on  Wednesday  defeated  St. 
Paul’s  24-34. 

There  were  several  reasons  for 
Saturday’s  loss  at  Northfield.  First  ot 
all,  NMH's  course  is  extremely  hilly, 
easily  the  hilliest  course  Andover 
races  on.  When  running  on  an  un- 
familiar course  many  runners  find  it 
difficult  to  figure  out  how  they 
should  run  their  race.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  Chuck  MacEahcrn,  who  plac- 
ed second  in  the  race,  almost  all  the 
Andover  runners  had  dilticulty  plan- 
ning their  races.  Chris  Husband, 
Denny  Palmer,  Rich  Ciieger.  and 
Dave  Fisher,  who  ran  together  for  the 
larger  part  of  the  race,  made  a big 
mistake  at  the  start  of  the  race  by  let- 
ling  all  of  the  Northfield  runners  get 
in  the  lead.  The  basic  reason  for  this 
early  error  was  that  North  lield 
Mount  Hermon  runners  were  familiar 
with  the  hilly  course,  while  Andover 
was  not. 

The  second  reason  for  Andover’s 
defeat  at  the  hands  of  NMH  was  An- 
dover’s inability  to  break  up  the  Nor- 
thfield pack  that  led  the  race.  As  with 
a lew  of  Andover’s  other  opponents 
this  season,  Northfield  was  able  to  get 
its  pack  out  in  front  of  the  main  body 
of  Andover  runners,  and  thus  cap- 
tured first  and  third  through  seventh 
places  in  the  race.  When  a team  gels  a 
whole  group  of  runners  to  linish 
basically  simultaneously,  as  Nor- 
thfield did,  they  are  very  difficult  to 
beat . 


The  third,  and  probably  most  im- 
portant. reason  for  Andover's  deteat 
was  that  the  team  is  lacking  many  key 
runners  due  to  injuries.  Captain  Bill 
McNulty,  the  Blue’s  top  runner,  is 
out  of  action  because  a recurrence  of 
a hip  problem  that  plagued  him  last 
year.  The  team  hopes  that  he  will  be 
back  in  action  for  the  Deerfield  meet 
on  Saturday.  Andrew  Shetter.  the 
third  fastest  runner  on  the  team  in 
September,  is  out  for  the  rest  ot  the 
season  because  of  a virus.  Jed  Gore 
has  not  run  a race  this  season  because 
of  the  injuries,  but  should  be  back  in 
action  by  Saturday.  It  Andover  had 
had  these  three  runners  for  the  race 
against  NMH,  they  would  have  done 
much  better,  and  could  have  won  the 
meet . 

St.  Paul’s 

Even  though  they  had  no  injured 
runners  back  on  Wednesday  tor  the 
meet  against  St.  Paul’s  the  remaining 
runners  were  able  to  handle  their  op- 
position fairly  easily.  St.  Paul’s  had 
one  fairly  good  runner  but  he  placed 
second  behind  MacEahcrn  and  was 
not  enough  to  prevent  the  Andover 
squad  from  defeating  his  team.  At  3.1 
miles,  St.  Paul’s  course  is  the  longest 
course  Andover  runs  on.  However,  it 
is  almost  invariably  flat,  making  it 
not  any  more  difficult  than  the  other 
courses  Andover  sees.  For  the  most 
part,  the  Blue  had  no  real  dit liculties 
with  the  race. 

MacEahcrn  started  off  the  race 
with  St.  Paul’s  best  runner  at  his  side, 
and  continued  to  lead  the  race  all  the 
way  to  the  finish  line.  By  the  time  he 
reached  the  finish,  he  had  shaken  his 
St.  Paul’s  rival,  who  ended  up  more 
than  20  seconds  behind

The  most  impressive  news  from  the 
race  was  that  Chuck  MacEahern  won 
and  came  within  two  seconds  of 
breaking  the  course  record  of  14:20. 
Not  only  did  he  win  it  and  nearly 
break  the  record,  but,  according  to 
Coach  Gallagher,  he  also  ran  his 
smartest  race  of  the  season.  Gallagher 
commented  that  in  the  past 
MacEahern  had  relied  on  McNulty  to

ning  in  the  midst  of  seven  Deerfield 
runners,  and  at  about  the  halfway 
point  was  fighting  for  third  place.  He 
showed  that  he  was  able  to  define  his 
own  pace  as  he  passed  the  remaining 
three  Deerfield  runners  after  the; 
halfway  mark,  blowing  away  all  com- 
petition at  the  finish.  Unfortunately 
for  Andover,  MacEahern  was  the  on- 
ly Andover  runner  to  finish  in  the  top 
seven. 

Though  they  did  not  perform  well 
against  the  competition,  Andover’s 
other  varsity  runners  did  quite  well  as 
far  as  race  times  are  concerned.  Den- 
ny Palmer,  Chris  Husband,  David 
Fisher,  and  Jason  Weiner  were  all 
able  to  break  the  15:45  mark  for  the 
course,  a significant  accomplishment. 
Gore  was  still  not  in  good  enough 
shape  to  finish  with  the  others,  but 
ran  15:30  on  the  course  last  year,  so 
the  team  should  be  able  to  count  on 
him  for  help  in  the  last  two  meets. 
Rich  Gieger  is  slightly  injured,  so  he 
didn’t  finish  with  the  team  leaders 
either,  but  when  he  heals  up  he  will  be 
counted  on  along  with  Gore. 

Gallagher  viewed  the  meet  as  a 
learning  experience  that  gave  An- 
dover a chance  to  scout  out  the  com- 
petition before  the  all-important  In- 
terschols  a week  from  Saturday. 
Although  Andover  will  be  considered 
a definite  underdog  at  Interschols, 
Gallagher  feels  confident  that  the 
team  can  be  a contender  if  the  middle 
runners  run  fast  races. 

Andover  has  an  added  advantage 
because  they  will  be  able  to  scout  out 
the  Interschols  course  at  Exeter  when 
they  run  a dual  meet  there  Saturday.

Exeter  Steps  On 
Boys’  Cross  Country

The  Boys’  Cross  Country  team  lost 
the  last  dual  meet  of  its  season  last 
Saturday  to  an  extremely  cocky  Ex- 
eter squad.  While  the  final  score  was 
a close  22  to  23,  the  meet  was  a disap- 
pointment for  the  Blue,  who  had 
hoped  to  win  the  meet  in  preparation 
for  Interschols  this  coming  Saturday. 

Coach  Ned  Gallagher  attributed 
the  loss  to  a couple  of  factors.  One 
deciding  factor  in  the  race  was  the 
Captain  Bill  McNulty  did  not  run 
because  of  the  hip  injury  that  has 
been  plaguing  him  for  the  past  few 
weeks.  The  other  key  reason  for  the 
team’s  poor  showing  was,  according 
to  Gallagher,  that  the  runners  in  the 
main  Andover  pack  did  not  run  smart 
races  strategically.  Chris  Husband, 
Dave  Fisher,  Denny  Palmer,  and 
Jason  Weiner  did  not  make  their  v 
moves  early  enough,  but  instead  hung 
behind  the  Exeter  pack  until  it  was 
too  late.  Once  they  did  make  their 
moves,  they  picked  up  some  ground, 
but  they  could  not  overcome  enough 
Exie  runners  to  win  the  race.  Thus, 
the  pack  ended  up  with  the  5,  7,  9, 
and  10  spots,  respectively. 

Chuck  MacEachern,  who  was,  as 
usual  the  fastest  Andover  runner, 
turned  in  another  studly  performance 
with  a second  place  finish. 
MacEachern  was,  however,  quite  a 
distance  behind  the  Exie  runner  who 
won  the  race.  Gallagher  thought  that 
perhaps  MacEachern  was  a bit  ner- 
vous before  the  race,  knowing  he  was 
the  number  one  Blue  runner.  As  has 
been  the  case  for  the  past  few  races, 
MacEachern  was  unable  to  set  his 
pace  against  Captain  McNulty’s,  and 
his  time  suffered.  The  Exeter  captain, 
who  won  the  race,  managed  to  get  out 
in  from  from  the  start,  and 
MacEachern  did  not  choose  to  stay 
with  him,  because,  thought 
Gallagher,  he  didn’t  quite  know  what 
pace  to  run. 

At  the  Interschols  meet  on  Satur- 
day, everything  that  went  wrong  at 
Exeter  will  be  corrected.  Most  impor- 
tantly, McNulty  will  be  well  and  run- 


ning. MacEachern,  therefore,  will 
have  someone  to  pace  himself 
against,  and  he  won’t  repeat  his 
mistake.  The  pack  of  Husband, 
Fisher,  Palmer,  and'  Weiner  will 
know  when  to  make  their  moves,  as 
they  have  learned  from  their  er- 
rors. Also,  Dave  Kaiser,  who  did  not 
run  in  the  dual  meet  because  of  shin 
splints,  will  be  rounding  out  the  An- 
dover Varsity  squad  and  will  do  his 
best  to  help  propel  the  Blue  to  vic- 
tory. 

Andover’s  JV  Cross  Country  team 
will  also  go  to  Exeter  for  Interschols 
this  Saturday.  With  Jed  Gore  and 
Rich  Geiger,  both  sometime  varsity 
runners,  racing  for  the  JV,  they  sould 
do  extremely  well.  If  Carl  Smit,  Eric 
Van  de  Water,  Eric  Gazin,  Greg 
Shufro,  and  Tom  Hughes  can  do 
their  parts  by  turning  in  great  times, 
Andover’s  JV  has  a good  chance  of 
coming  back  to  school  with  a big  win. 

As  far  as  the  Varsity’s  chances  of 
victory  go,  Gallagher  is  “guardedly 
optimistic.”  He  stated  that  the  team 
“has  a shot,  but  that’s  all  we  can 
reasonably  expect.”  He  sees  the  team 
as  having  an  advantage  in  that  they 
got  to  run  the  course  on  Saturday, 
and  believes  that  that  could  have 
some  effect  on  the  race’s  outcome. 
There  are  many  other  factors  as  well 
that  could  help  the  Blue  to  victory.  As 
Gallagher  added  finally,  “If  we  have 
a good  day,  we  can  surprise  some 
people.”

Boys  9 Cross-Country  Finishes 
Fifth  At  NEPS  Championships

The  Andover  Cross  Country  team 
travelled  to  Exeter  last  Saturday  for 
this  year’s  New  England  Prep  School 
Championships  and  came  away  with 
a respectable  fifth  place  out  of  the 
fourteen  teams  that  competed. 
Northfield-Mount  Hermon  won  the 
meet,  followed  by  Deerfield,  Choate, 
Loomis  Chaffee,  and  Andover.  Ex- 
eter, who  beat  the  Blue  in  a dual  meet 
two  weeks  ago,  came  in  ninth  place, 
56  points  behind  Andover.  The  most 
noteworthy  outcome  of  the  meet, 
however,  was  that  Chuck 
MacEachern  won  first  place  overall, 
finishing  a full  seven  seconds  ahead 
of  Ricky  Gomez  from  Kingswood- 
Oxford,  who  placed  second. 

As  they  boarded  the  bus  at  about 
noon  on  Saturday,  all  of  the  team 
members  could  see  that  it  was  not 
nearly  a perfect  day  for  running  a 
race.  Coach  Ned  Gallagher  was  op- 
timistic, however,  even  though  An- 
dover was  going  into  the  meet  as  an 
underdog,  as  he  hoped  that  Andover 
could  surprise  the  top  teams.  He 
thought  that  the  rain  might  even  work 
to  Andover’s  advantage  by 
facilitating  an  upset  win.  The  rain 
would  be  one  more  variable,  he 
figured,  that  could  shake  up  the 
favored  teams  just  enough  to  let  An- 
dover squeak  by  them.  As  it  turned 
out,  the  rain  did  not  play  as  big  a role 
as  Gallagher  had  hoped,  and  though 


it  did  not  really  hinder  the  Blue, 
neither  did  it  significantly  help  them. 
Basically,  the  only  result  of  the  incle- 
ment weather  was  that  the  course  was 
almost  all  mud  and  water  and  thus  all 
of  the  times  were  slightly  slower  than 
they  should  have  been. 

The  biggest  reason  for  Andover’s 
not  giving  anybody  any  surprises  was 
that,  except  for  the  top  two  runners, 
MacEachern  and  Captain  Bill 
McNulty,  the  Andover  boys  did  not 
run  ^s  well  as  they  should  have.  That 
is  not  to  say  that  they  ran  poorly,  or 
did  not  run  as  well  as  they  did  in  other 
races  this  season.  Coach  Gallagher 
said  after  the  race  that  perhaps  An- 
dover’s third  through  seven  runners 
had  peaked  for  races  earlier  in  the 
season,  and  were  burned  out  by  the 
time  Interschols  arrived.  For 
whatever  reasons,  the  five  runners, 
Chris  Husband,  Denny  Palmer,  Dave 
Kaiser,  Dave  Fisher,  and  Jason 
Weiner,  finished  respectively  in  33rd, 
45th,  50th,  56th,  and  68th  places. 

Gallagher  figured  before  the  race 
that  Andover  would  need  to  place 
two  runners  in  the  top  five  and  five 
runners  in  the  top  thirty  in  order  to  be 


competitive  in  the  meet.  While  the 
rest  of  the  team  could  not  accomplish 
the  second  objective,  McNulty  and 
MacEachern  met  the  first,  McNulty 
finishing  fifth  and  MacEachern  first. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  some  so- 
called  experts  envisioned  a three  way 
race  between  Gomez,  Exeter’s  Derek 
Dillon,  and  NMH’s  Mike  Donahue, 
forgetting  that  Andover  had  two  run- 
ners capable  of  breaking  up  that 
triumverate.  MacEachern  did  just 
that  with  his  win,  and  McNulty, 
fighting  a painful  injury  throughout 
the  whole  race,  came  within  a few 
seconds  of  beating  both  Dillon  and 
Donahue. 

Gallagher  was  pleased  overall  with 
the  results  of  the  meet,  even  though 
some  of  the  runners  did  not  do  as  well 
as  expected.  The  fifth  place  finish  was 
truly  an  accomplishment,  especially 
when  one  considers  that  last  year’s 
team,  which  had  much  more  depth, 
finished  seventh  at  Interschols.  Also, 
Chuck  MacEachern’s  victory  served 
to  make  the  whole  season  seem  like  a 
total  success,  even  though  it  was  one 
plagued  with  a fair  share  of  injuries 
and  disappointments.

Chuck  MacEachern,  a PG  addition 
to  Boys’  Cross  Country  this  year,  was 
an  incredible  asset  to  the  team,  plac- 
ing first  in  four  of  Andover’s  eight 
meets  of  the  season  and  finishing  by 
taking  first  place  at  the  New  England 
Prep  Championship. 

MacEachern  progressed  a great 
deal  as  the  season  went  on.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  he  had  a few 
, small  problems  that  he  managed  to 
' solve,  learning  from  each  individual 
race.  His  biggest  problem  was  that  he 
tended  to  follow  Captain  Bill  McNul- 
ty’s lead  in  most  of  the  races,  and  was 
unable  to  effectively  set  his  own  pace 
without  McNulty  to  guide  him.  He 
was  forced  to  solve  this  when  McNul- 
ty had  a recurrence  of  an  old  hip  in- 
jury that  sidelined  him  for  the 
season’s  last  four  dual  meets. 


Without  McNulty  to  guide  him, 
MacEachern  quickly  learned  to  set  his 
own  pace. 

His  second  problem,  somewhat 
related  to  the  first,  was  that,  in  the 
first  part  of  the  season,  he  started  out 
his  races  relatively  slowly,  and  didn’t 
make  use  of  his  excellent  speed  until 
late  in  the  races.  Later,  he  realized 
that  he  could  run  entire  races  at  high 
speed,  and  his  times  improved  con- 
siderably. 

His  home  course  time  went  from 
14:51  in  the  first  home  meet  of  the 
season  to  14:22  in  the  last.  This  im- 
provement brought  him  to  within 
seconds  of  breaking  the  school  record 
for  the  course. 

MacEachern  was  an  invaluable 
member  of  the  squad.  He  placed  first 


for  the  team  in  five  of  eight  meets  and 
tied  with  McNulty  in  one  other.  In 
two  other  races  he  was  first  for  An- 
dover. 

In  dual  meets  during  the  season, 
MacEachern  lost  to  two  other  runners 
in  races  against  teams  in  Andover’s 
division.  The  two  runners  were  Mike 
Donahue  of  NMH  and  Derek  Dillon 
of  Exeter.  But  how  he  fared  against 
them  during  the  season  was  not  truly 
important.  In  the  one  important  meet 
of  the  season,  Interschols, 
MacEachern  beat  both  of  them,  and 
everyone  else,  for  that  matter. 
Through  all  of  his  victories,  and 
specifically  the  one  at  Intershols, 
MacEachern  proved  convincingly 
that  he  was  a runner  to  be  reckoned 
with.

Girls  Cross-Country 

Strong  Team  Wins  A Pair

With  only  a week  of  steady  training 
under  their  belts,  Andover’s  Girls’ 
Cross  Country  bounded  into  action 
to  bring  their  meet  score  to  an 
undefeated  2-0.  With  impressive 
showing  both  days,  the  Blue  beat 
Harvard’s  freshman  team  soundly 
27-37.  They  again  showed  the 
strength  on  Wednesday  against 
Concord-Carlisle,  Thayer,  and 
BB&N,  winning  20-65,77  and  79 
respectively. 

Harvard’s  reputation  for  excellence 
in  sports  is  widely  known  so  when  the 
Girls  powerfully  beat  their  Freshman 
team  after  only  a week  of  training,  it 
is  a sign  of  a team  with  much  promise 
for  this  coming  year.  The  Andover 
girls  started  the  2.8  mile  race  that  ex- 
tends from  the  paddle  ball  courts 
through  the  sanctuary  and  back  with 
great  strength.  Into  the  sanctuary,  the 
Blue  had  formed  a lead  pack  of  about 
6-7  Andover  runners  with  3-4  Har- 
vard runners,  thus  controlling  the 
race  from  the  start.  About  18  minutes 
of  hills  and  dirt  brought  the  fastest 
runners  back  to  the  finish.  Andover 
brought  in  first  place  with  Lean 
Sweeney  in  a strong  finish.  Harvard 
then  captured  the  next  two  spots  at  30 
seconds  apart  each.  Andover  pulled 
in  4-5  and  8 through  the  18  spots. 
Harvard  claimed  the  6 and  7 spots 
while  one  of  their  runners  had  to 
abandon  the  race  thus  giving  them

Girls  X-Country  Strikes  Back!

Since  the  season  began  for  Girls’

lerschols  may  still  happen  but  the 
undefeated  season  we  all  were  hoping 
» for'is  now  a memory,  the  Blue  suf- 
fered their  first  loss  in  seven  confron- 
tations against  worthy  opponents 
from  a strong  NMH  team  that  beat 
Andover  21-34,  Andover  having  the 
larger  score.  On  Wednesday, 
however,  the  Girls  regained  their 
composure  and  groove  to  obtain  a 
perfect  score  of  15-50  by  destroying 
the  St. Paul’s  team. 

The  Girls  left  early  Saturday  mor- 
ning to  arrive  with  warm-up  time  at 
NMH.  After  a two  hour  trip  they  ar- 
rived on  the  campus  to  race.  As  the 
4 Girls  toured  the  course  to  familiarize 
themselves  with  it  and  warm-up,  they 
realized  how  disadvantaged  they 
were.  The  course  was  2.7  miles  long 


with  a huge  hill  taking  up  a major 
portion  of  it.  This  was  an  interesting 
challege  condidering  Andover  is 
usually  considered  a ‘hillier4  school, 
being  more  accustomed  to  them  than 
other  schools. Despite  our  hill-trainig’ 
the  ‘killer  hill4  at  NMH  was  a bit  too 
much  for  the  girls. Experience  on 
their  home  course  proved  the  edge  to 
win  the  race  for  NHM  because  accor- 
ding to  a number  of  the  runners,  they 
‘just  died4  on  the  hill  and  were  not 
too  pleased  with  their  performance. 
Lean  Sweeney,  as  usual,  crossed  the 
line  first  for  Andover  but  second 
overall  for  the  first  time  of  the 
season.  Returning  star  Gretchen 
Greggis,  coming  back  from  knee  in- 
juries. secured  the  Andover  place- 
ment at  sixth  place  overall  with  Max- 
ine Swann  close  on  her  heels  in 
seventh  place.  The  Andover  runners 
finished  solidly  throughout,  but  it 
wasn’t  quite  good  enough  to  knock 
the  NMH  runners  from  victory. 

The  story  from  St. Pauls  is  virtually 
the  ODPOsite.  As  it  turns  out,  the  hill- 


training paid  off  tremendously  on  the 
practically  level  St. Pauls  course.  The 
course  was  slightly  longer  than  the 
NMH  course,  being  3.1  miles  rather 
than  2.7.  The  girls  were  able  to  speed 
their  way  through  it  without  worrying 
about  a large  ‘killer4  hill.  The  Blue 
was  team-oriented  in  the  way  they  ran 
in  bunches  to  keep  everyone  going 
and  to  finish  as  best  as  possible.  This 
tactic  resulted  in  the  first  13  of  14 
runners  being  from  Andover.  The 
one  spot  saved  for  the  St. Paul’s  run- 
ner at  number  11.  Lean  Sweeney, 
Gretchen  Geggis,  and  Dale  Winigder 
led  the  Blue  to  the  victory. 

The  team  seems  to  be  rolling 
towards  a quick  climatic  season 
end, hopefully,  say  the  runners.

Varsity  Matched 

Temperatures  in  the  40’s,  rain,  and 
an  8-1  record  for  the  season  and 
grand  hopes  of  taking  Interschols 
also.  Especially  when  the  only  team 
to  beat  them  in  the  regular  season, 
NMH  was  in  attendance.  The  girls 
meticulously  stretched  and  prepared 
for  the  long,  flat,  3.1  mile  race. 
Because  of  the  rain,  a treacherous 
mud  path  was  made  on  a longer  leg  of 
the  course  which  did  not  help  any. 
Through  the  discouraging  factors,  the 
girls  were  as  strong  as  ever  staying 
together  and  giving  each  other  sup- 
port throughout  the  entirety  of  the 
race.  Against  the  list  of  nine  complete 
teams,  NMH,  Hotchkiss,  Loomis 
Chaffee,  Exeter,  Milton,  Choate, 
Kent,  Taft,  and  St.  Paul’s,  the  PA 
runners  were  fantastic.  In  the  words 
of  their  coach,  Mr.  Dempsey,  the  race 
was  the  “culmination  of  one  of  the 
most  exciting,  hard-working,  and 
tremendously  positive 

seasons. ’’Agreed,  with  each  of  the 
runners  improving  their  time  on  the 
Exeter  course  from  the  weekend 
before,  when  there  were  perfect  con- 
ditions, it  is  remarkable  at  the  spirit 
and  drive  the  Andover  girls  displayed 
at  the  end  of  such  a hard  season.  Out 
of  69  varsity  runners,  the  Blue  claim- 
ed 6th,  8th,  15th,  16th,  17th,  18th, 
and  19th  places.  This  depth  within  the 
team  enabled  them  to  emerge  the  vic- 
tors by  pushing  their  first  five  runners 
in  front  of  NMH’s  fourth.  Lean 
Sweeney,  the  junior,  led  the  girls  with 
Gretchen  Geggis  finishing  less  than  20 
seconds  down  on  her  in  Gretchen’s 
strongest  race  after  a season  of  nagg- 
ing injuries.  In  the  most  dramatic  of 
finishes,  Dale  Winingder  heroically 
finished  2 seconds  ahead  of  Maxine 
Swann,  and,  as  a result  of  her  effort 
and  the  conditions  of  the  day,  col- 
lapsed of  exhaustion  as  she  crossed 
the  line.

By  the  Same  token,  the  defense 
played  throughout  the  game  was  a 
“52”  defense,  consisting  of  five 
down  linemen  supported  by  two 
backers.  Against  the  “wishbone”  of- 
fense played  by  Taft,  a defense  such 
as  the  52  requires  truly  superior 
linebackers  and  defensive  ends  to  pre- 
vent the  opposing  backs  from  overun- 
ning  the  defense  with  the  option  play 
as  Taft  did.  They  did  so  not  only  for 
their  first  two  touchdowns,  but 
throughout  the  remainder  of  the  con- 
test. Andover’s  linebackers  and 
defensive  ends  could  not  quite  meet 
the  challenge.  Better  linebacking  is 
sorely  needed.  The  defense  was  as 
predictable  and  ineffective  as  the  of- 
fense. 

On  a more  positive  note,  however, 
defensive  backs  Bruce  Beemer,  John 
Francini,  and  Delius  Shirley  played 
exceptionally  well.  In  addition, 
although  the  team  boasts  no  clearly 
superior  players,  such  as  last  year’s 
Jim  Reidy,  it  does  have  depth  and 
talent  enough  to  seriously  challenge 
the  tougher  teams  on  its  eight-game 
schedule. 

Andover  football  needs  to  mix  up 
its  plays  and  bring  more  players  off 
the  bench  to  be  more  effective  against 
competetive,  well-executing  teams 
like  Taft.  Such  tactics  would  have 
raised  the  quality  of  play  con- 
siderably. The  team  is  reminiscent  of 
the  ’81  Patriots  under  Ron  Erhardt 
when  they  went  2-14  because  the  likes 
of  Stanley  Morgan  and  Peter  Brock 
spent  the  season  on  the  bench.

Andover  surged  ahead  in  the  se- 
cond and  third  quarters.  In  the  se- 
cond quarter,  Francini  intercepted. 
The  Blue  then  scored  as  halfback 
Bryan  Dunphy  ran  fourteen  yards  on 
a right  trap  play.  The  score  stood  at 
14-6,  until  two  minutes  before  the 
half,  when  Choate  finagled  a field 
goal  and  brought  the  count  to  14-9. 
Andover  scored  for  the  last  time  at 
the  beginning  of  the  third  quarter,  as 
Dunphy  once  again  ran  the  ball  over 
the  line,  this  time  on  a right  sweep.

Why  the  Loss?

Fran- 
cini threw  a long  pass  to  wide 
receiver/tight-end  Delius  Shirley,  rul- 
ed incomplete  on  a bad  call  by  the  of- 
ficial who  neglected  to  call  pass  in- 
terference on  the  Wilbraham 
defender,  a call  that  undoubtably  in- 
fluneced  the  outcome  of  the  game. 
Finally,  in  desperation,  Andover’s  of- 
fense attempted  a long,  Hail-Mary 
pass  which,  tragically,  the  Wilbraham 
defenders  intercepted.

Patrick  Reviews  The  History  Of 
The  Andover-Exeter  Rivalry

The  Andover  Exeter  rivalry  started 
one  cool  fall  day  on  November  2, 
1878.  Andover  soundly  defeated  Ex- 
eter in  the  first  football  game,  five 
touchdowns  and  one  goal  to  zero. 
One  of  the  greatest  19th  century  An- 
dover Exeter  games  came  in  1880, 
when  an  undefeated  ;Andover  eleven 
went  up  against  a tough  Exeter 
squad.  The  Blue  offensive  drive  push- 
ed Exeter  back  to  their  own  goal  line- 
eleven  times  but  could  not  penetrate 
the  Red  defense.  The  final  score  read 
Andover  0,  Exeter  0.  Those  closer  to 
^he  action  of  this  game  knew  it  was 
the  beginning  of  an  intense  rivalry 
between  the  two  schools. 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  An- 
dover students  were  allowed  to  watch 
the  Andover-Exeter  football  game. 
Two  hundred  students  sat  through 
sleet  and  rain  to  see  Andover  win. 
This  win  started  a string  of  four 
straight  Andover  wins.  In  1882,  ‘the 
best  Andover  football  team  yet‘  beat 
Exeter  3-0  after  three  inches  of  snow 
were  cleaned  off  the  field.  The  1886 
Exeter  football  squad  embarassed 
Andover  26-0.  Using  the  rulebooks  to 
his  advantage,  the  Red  Quarterback 
baffled  the  Andover  defense. 
Needless  to  say,  Andover  was  pretty 
upset  at  this  latest  loss. 

} To  quote  The  Phillipian  printed 
after  the  game,  “In  our  recent  con- 
tests with  Exeter  vye  have  been 
ulnpleasantly  surprised  to  find  that 
our  opponent’s  tactics  have  savored 
strongly  of  professionalism,  and 
while  we  cannot  but  praise  the  strong, 
intelligent  work  of  their  represen- 
tatives, we  are  forced  to  condemn  the 
unscrupulous  trickery  to  which  they 


resorted  for  the  accomplishment  of 
their  ends.  Take  for  example  the  late 
football  game.  Instead  of  the  open, 
manly  play  which  we  always  ought  to 
expect  from  Exeter  we  were  met  with 
such  devices  as  playing  the  game  with 
sixteen  men  instead  of  with  eleven, 
while  the  entire  backing,  for  the  most 
part,  which  our  oppentnt’s  team 
received,  gave  evidence  of  the  same 
spirit.  It  would  otherwise  be  hard  to 
interpret  the  showers  of  abuse  and 
even  kicks  which  our  team  received 
whenever  they  happened  to  fall  on 
their  opponent’s  out  of  bounds.” 
This  tension  between  the  two  schools 
erupted  in  1888  after  a baseball  game 
which  Exeter  won  3-2.  Andover 
students  were  waiting  at  the  train  sta- 
tion in  Exeter  when  ‘muckers,’  or 
townies,  began  taunting  them.  Some 
celebrating  Exeter  students  passed  by 
and  a collision  ensued.  There  was  pit- 
ched battle.  The  Andover  headmaster 
was  hit  on  the  head,  and  an  Exeter 
student  was  knocked  out.  When  the 
Andover  faculty  returned  home,  they 
wrote  a letter  to  Exeter  telling  Exeter 
that  further  Andover-Exeter  athletic 
games  were  out  of  the  question. 
Finally  in  1890,  a pact  was  signed  bet- 
ween the  two  shcools  allowing  games 
to  continue. 

Andover  football  team  had  not 
beaten  Exeter  in  seven  years  when 
they  played  ‘The  Game*  in  1926. 
8,000  spectators  at  Brothers  Field  saw 
Exeter  totally  dominate  the  Blue  in 
the  first  half  and  take  a 3-0  lead  into 
the  showers.  Andover  had  not  been 
beyond  Exeter’ s 40  yard  line.  An  in- 
credible change  took  place  while  the 
Andover  players  were  in  the  locker 
room  at  halftime.  They  came  out 


a totally  different  team,  running  and 
passing  their  way  to  a 20-3  victory. 
The  1926  Andover  win  was  the 
highlight  of  the  decade  for  school 
athletics. 

One  of  the  greates  massacres  in  the 
history  of  the  rivalry  between  And- 
voer  and  Exeter  was  the  Blue’s  59-0 
crushing  of  Exeter  after  an 
undefeated  season.  Six  thousand  peo- 
ple sat  through  snow,  rain,  and 
thunder  and  lightning  to  see  the 
game,  and  the  fans  wearing  blue  were 
not  disappointed.  Probably  the 
greatest  Andover  football  team  of  all 
time  combined  depth  and  versatility 
on  both  offense  and  defense.  Because 
of  three  fine  blocks  by  guard  Joe 
Mesics,  Hort  Smith  scored  one  of  his 
nine  touchdowns  without  having  an 
Exeter  player  touch  him. 

One  of  the  most  exciting  post- 
World  War  II  football  games  was 
1965’s  contest.  Co-captains  Trevor 
Grimm  and  Bruce  Smith  led  a team 
(which  had  only  lost  to  two  college 
freshman  squadsO,  up  to  Plimpton 
Field  to  take  on  Exeter.  The  officials 
called  back  a touchdown  from  An- 
dover, and  it  took  the  steam  out  of  a 
smoothly-running  Blue  offense.  Ex- 
eter led  12-0  and  seemed  to  have 
scored  another  touchdown,  but  it  was 
nullified  due  to  a clipping  penalty. 
This  error  proved  costly  for  the  Exies. 
Grimm  caught  a touchdown  pass  with 
six  minutes  left,  and  the  conversion 
was  good  to  narrow  the  score  to  12-7. 
Exeter  got  the  ball  back  and  ran  a 
series  of  plays.  For  some  ‘unaccoun- 
table’ reason,  Exeter  punted  the  ball 
on  third  down  instead  of  on  fourth 
down.  Andover  took  the  opportunity 
handed  them  on  a silver  platter  and 


Bruce  Beemer  skys  for  the  Dan. 
scored  a 35  yard  touchdown  pass. 
While  a tremendous  party  erupted  in 
the  Andover  bleachers,  the  visitors  in 
Blue  proceeded  to  kick  the  extra  point 
and  bring  a win  home  to  Andover.  A 
PA  parent  sitting  in  the  stands  when 
the  game  was  nearing  completion  was 
upset  not  to  know  the  time  left  in  the, 
game.  The  next  year  he  bought  An- 
dover its  own  scoreboard. 

I must  tell  you  that  Andover  did 
not  win  all  the  games  it  played  with 
Exeter.  One  such  game  which  hap- 
pens every  140  years  or  so  came  in 
1956  when  Exeter  beat  Andover  45-6. 

I won’t  bore  you  with  details  because 
you  probably  don’t  know  any  of  the 
Exeter  plalyers.  I will  keep  my 
description  of  this  game  short.  Ed- 
monds scored  a few  touchdowns. ]]]In 
1962,  Andover  tied  Exeter  6-6,  but 
the  most  imnportant  story  was  that 
Exeter  stole  back  the  ‘Exeter’  banner

which  PA  students  had  swiped  or 
November  12,  1949. 

In  1972,  ten  Andoverites  invaded  I 
Exeter  the  night  before  the  game  and 
hung  posters  all  over  campus  saying  I 
that  Andover  had  the  better  team,l 
Exeter  was  heavily-favored,  and  even  I 
some  PA  students  doubted  theirl 
team’s  chances  against  a huge  Exeterl 
eleven.  Andover  did  not  disappoint.! 
With  a blue  Andover  flag  flying  onl 
the  Exonian  flagpole  the  morning  ofl 
the  game,  the  Blue  overcame  all  odds| 
as  they  romped  to  a 19-7  win. 

As  Fred  Harrison,  former  Phillips! 
Academy  director  of  Athletics,  saidl 
“Whatever  the  numbers  playing  and  I 
those  watching,  it  appears  certain! 
that  football  will  remain  a tradition  ini 
Andover  (Exeter)  athletics.  ”[ 
Hopefully  with  Andover  on  the  winn- 
.side.

Exeter  Batters  The  Blue  Wave 
15-0  In  A Muddy  Slugfest 

Rainy  Loss  In  106th  Fall  Classic

Andover  played  the  106th 
I Andover-Exeter  football  game  on 
home  turf  last  Saturday,  only  to  lose 
for  the  third  consecutive  year,  15-0.

minutes  of  the  fourth  quarter. 

Andover  fans  got  psyched  during 
the  pre-game  rally  in  the  Cage.  Loud, 
enthusiastic  music  from  the  band 
White  Fish  blared  in  the  background 
as  hundreds  of  Andover  fans  ate 
lunch.  They  had  their  faces  painted 
Blue,  bought  their  game  programs, 
and  read  the  Exonian.  The  climax 
came  when  Gunga,  the  Andover  ape, 
jumped  from  the  top  of  the  Cage, 
beating  his  chest  as  Andover  cheered. 

The  Andover  fans  charged  en 
masse  through  the  rain  and  mist. 
They  surged  onto  the  field  to  the 
home  team  stands,  directly  opposite 
the  Exeter  bleachers  on  the  other  side 
of  the  field.  The  stage  was  set;  the 
106th  Andover-Exeter  contest  began, 
under  a smoke-grey  sky  and  on  a 
muddy  swamp  of  a field. 

Much  to  the  dismay  of  the  Andover 
i crowd,  Exeter  quickly  jumped  out  to 
an  8-0  lead.  They  had  been  stopped 
on  their  first  drive,  when  Andover 
recovered  a fumble,  but  on  their  se- 
cond driv6,  they  took  the  ball  into  the 
endzone  for  the  six  points.  They  then 
made  a 2 point  conversion  with  a 
short,  well-executed  pass.

With  their  early  nrprise 

touchdown,  Exeter  made  clear  that 
they  were  playing  rough,  and  not 
relenting  until  the  final  buzzer.  An- 
dover recognized  this,  and  in  the  se- 
cond quarter,  came  close  to  a 
touchdown  of  their  own.  A 25  yard 
pass  from  Quarterback  Francini  to 
Co-Captain  Delius  Shirley  brought 
Andover  to  a first  down  on  the  ten. 
The  first  pass  failed,  incomplete.  The 
second  went  to  Shirley  on  the  left, 
who  caught  the  ball  out  of  bounds. 
The  third  and  final  pass  attempt  was 
a long,  floating  toss  to  Halfback 
Bryan  Dunphy  on  the  right,  who 
caught  the  ball,  just  at  the  edge  of  the 
endzone.  The  referees  ruled  Dunphy 
out  of  bounds.  Dunphy  himself, 
however,  maintains  that  he  caught  it 
with  one  foot  in  bounds.  When  asked 
about  the  questionable  call,  Coach 
Stephens  stated  that  “it  was  a bad 
angle  for  the  coaches  to  call,  but  the 
films  afterwards  seemed  to  indicate 
that  he  was  in  bounds.” 

Nonetheless,  Dunphy  was  ruled  out 
of  bounds,  and  the  next  play  was  a 
field  goal  attempt  that  Exeter  suc- 
cessfully blocked.  The  score  at  the 
half  stood  at  Exeter  8,  Andover  0. 
The  first  half  had  not  been  poorly 
played.  The  Blue  were  simply  unable 
to  make  up  the  difference  after  Exeter 
scored  in  the  beginning  of  the  first 
quarter. 

Second  Half 

A great  deal  of  the  second  half  was 
played  in  Exeter  territory,  but  once 


again  Andover  could  not  come  up 
with  any  breaks.  Exeter  kicked  off; 
Andover  received  and  Dunphy  ran 
the  ball  all  the  way  to  the  four  yard 
line,  where  a flailing  Exeter 
defenseman  just  managed  to  bring 
him  down.  Though  a touchdown 
seemed  imminent,  once  again  An- 
dover missed  the  sure  thing,  fu  m bling 
on  the  snap  the  very  next  play. 

From  then  on  Exeter  controlled  the 
game.  Andover  got  no  more  chances. 
In  the  fourth  quarter,  Exeter  in- 
tercepted a screen  pass  blooper  from 
Francini  for  another  touchdown,  br- 
inging their  tally  to  15  points.  The 
teams  left  the  field  with  Exeter  vic- 
torious 15-0. 


Why  the  Lo  ti? 

C Coach  Stephens  expli  int-d  that  the 
loss  was  in  part  due  to  the  condition  ' 
“Although  we  played  well  and  stop- 
ped them  (apart  from  their  initial 
drive),  the  weather  conditions  were  in 
their  favor.  They  were  by  far  the  big- 
gest team  that  we  played  all  season. 
Our  team  was  smaller  and  quicker, 
but  because  of  the  mud  we  couldn’t 
play  our  game  and  Exeter’s  powei 
won  out.  I don’t  think  the  mud  hurt 
them  as  much  as  it  hurt  us.” 

Exeter’s  superior  linebackers  con- 
trolled the  inside,  so  the  Andover 
coaches  opted  to  go  to  pass  plays  on 
the  outside.  They  found,  too  late, 
that  this  was  also  unsuccessful,  as 
Andover’s  receivers  couldn’t  move 
the  ball  past  the  Exeter  defense. 
Number  26,  Tailback  Todd  Fletcher, 
who  was  to  be  a major  force  on  the 
Blue’s  offense,  was  unable  to  help. 
His  speed  proved  useless  in  the  mud 
as  Exeter  defensemen  caught  him 
time  and  time  again.  Perhaps  An- 
dover would  have  been  more  suc- 
cessful with  a few  more  attempts  at 
running  plays,  especially  in  key  situa- 
tions such  as  the  touchdown  oppor- 
tunity in  the  second  quarter,  despite 
the  huge  Exeter  linebackers. 

The  defense  gave  a solid  showing. 
As  Coach  Stephens  pointed  out, 
apart  from  Exeter’s  opening 
touchdown  drive,  the  defense  stopped 
Exeter  every  time.  They  dug  into  the 
mud  and  played  a good  game. 

The  special  teams  proved 
something  of  a weakness,  although 
they  did  come  up  with  a few  im- 
pressive plays,  such  as  Dunphy’s  80 
yard  return.  They  could  have  provid- 
ed some  major  opportunities  for  the 
team,  but  for  the  most  part  they  were 
overrun  by  their  Exeter  counterparts. 

Though  the  Andover  parents, 
faculty,  and  students  withstood  the 
bone-chilling  rain  to  watch  the  game 
to  its  end,  they  were  ultimately  disap- 
pointed, as  Andover  Varsity  Football 
lost  once  again.  Perhaps  next  year... 


Football  Plagued  By 


Problems ; Finish 
With  3-5  Record

Andover’s  1986  Varsity  Football 
squad  posted  a respectable  3-5  record 
in  the  Fall,  improving  greatly  toward 
the  end  of  a season  that  had  them  fac- 
ing some  of  the  toughest  teams  in  New 
England.  Four  weeks  into  the  season 
their  record  stood  at  an  unpromising 
1-3.  They  had  lost  badly  to  Taft  in  the 
6-32  season  opener.  The  next  week 
they  redeemed  themselves,  beating  Til- 
ton 27-15.  From  there,  they  fell  20-28 
to  Choate,  and  20-21  to  Cushing.  The 
turnaround  came  in  their  NMH  game. 
They  finally  proved  their  mettle.  They 
trounced  NMH  resoundingly,  leaving 
the  scene  with  a 42-6  victory  behind 
them.  They  proceeded  to  defeat  Deer- 
field 13-3.  Two  weeks  before  the 
Andover-Exeter  showdown,  the  team 
stood  at  3-3.  They  lost  the  next  game 
14-15  to  Wilbraham-Monson  in  an 
agonizingly  close  contest. 

Then  came  the  Big  One,  the 
game  everybody  was  waiting  for.  On 
what  was  perhaps  the  rainiest,  mud- 
diest, nastiest  Saturday  of  Fall  term, 
Andover’s  mean-looking  bunch  duked 
it  out  against  the  evil  red.  The  fans 
stood  by  throughout  the  torrential 
rain,  but  the  team  nonetheless  lost  to 
their  insidious  foes.  Several  close  calls, 
including  running  back  Bryan  Dun- 
phy’s  catch  in  the  end  zone  that  was 
mistakenly  ruled  out  of  bounds,  could 
have  affected  the  outcome  of  the 


game. The  score  came  out  a depressing 
15-0,  and  players,  coaches,  and  spec- 
tators alike  left  the  scene  soaking  wet. 

Exeter  had  a larger  team,  but  An- 
dover’s was  more  skilled.  Exeter  came 
up  with  the  15-0  win  mainly  because 
they  had  all  the  breaks.  Andover 
couldn’t  make  up  the  difference.  An- 
dover had  several  such  close  losses 
throughout  the  season,  especially 
against  Cushing  and  Wilbraham- 
Monson,  where  they  lost  by  only  one 
point.  These  were  the  defeats  that 
spelled  the  difference  between  a win- 
ning record  and  a losing  one. 

Andover  had  some  impressive  talent 
this  season,  in  a pretty  diverse  bunch 
of  athletes.  From  Bruce  Hepler,  who 
towered  above  the  opposition  at  6’5”, 
toTodd  “The  Flash”  Fletcher,  who 
now  owns  the  school  record  in  the 
200m  dash,  the  team  had  every  kind 
of  athlete.  Bryan  Dunphy,  also  known 
as  the  “WWF  Champion  of  the 
World”  was  responsible  for  a large 
proportion  of  the  team’s  touchdowns. 
Lineman  Steve  Medeiros,  the  team’s 
MVP,  was  a big  Blue  Wall  all  by  him- 
self. The  team  had  a number  of  other 
players  who  left  an  impression  on  op- 
posing teams  when  they  left  the  field. 

All  told,  Andover  was  a tough  com- 
petitor on  the  football  field  this  year, 
and  fielded  a team  that  measured  well 
against  past  squads.

The  se- 
cond goal  was  tallied  by  Upper  for- 
ward Dave  Ross  who  took  advantage 
of  a Holderness  mistake  to  seal  PA’s 
victory.  Andover  slipped  away  with  a 
2-0  win  but  it  definitely  was  not  a 
great  display  of  the  Blue’s  talent.

Last  Saturday  Tabor  Academy 
managed  to  hold  PA’s  persistent  of- 
fensive efforts  and  squeeze  by  the 
Blue  soccer  team  with  a 1-0  victory.

With  a 1-0  lead  under  their  belt,  PA 
resorted  to  a more  defensive  style  of 
play  in  order  to  secure  the  victory.

Blue  Contains  MIT 

After  the  spirit-boosting  effort 
against  Tufts,  PA  entered  Wednes- 
day’s game  vs.  MIT  with  a lot  more 
confidence.  The  match,  struck  by 
sporadic  heavy  winds,  did  not  turn 
out  to  be  as  well  played  as  the  Tufts 
contest.  A glimmer  of  hope  for  a PA 
victory  appeared  as  an  Andover  goal 
was  called  back  just  before  the 
halftime  break.  That  hope  did  not 
fade  right  away,  because  PA  came 
back  with  a crucial  penaltykick  con- 
version by  PG  Bill  Downs  to  open  the 
score  for  the  day.

The  Andover  Boy’s  Varsity  soccer 
team  were  magnificent  last  week.

Cushing  Goes  Down. 

On  a strange  scheduling  of  a Friday

One  serve  later, 
they  won  the  ball  back,  and  served  an 
unreturnable  serve  to  once  again  tie  it 
at  7-7.  NMH’s  comeback  ended 
shortly  afterwards  when  Tyke  got  the 
serve  and  ran  home  with  it.

Champs! 

Awakened  by  their  tragic  third 
game,  PA  took  the  fourth  game 
forcefully.  Once  again,  Tyke  had  the 
first  serve,  enabling  Pettengill  to 
block  NMH  for  the  first  point.  With 
unstoppable  serves,  Bouwsma  won 
points  two  through  four  and  nailed 
the  NMH  captain  in  the  face  in  doing 
so.  NMH  fought  hard,  though,  bring- 
ing the  score  to  6.  After  a long  battle, 
Braz  Hopkins  served  three  straight 
points  to  widen  the  gap  to  12-6,  PA. 
One  rotation  later,  Aisha  Jorge  got 
the  serve  and  aced  points  thirteen  and 
fourteen.  NMH’s  coach  took  his  final 
time-out,  desperate  to  turn  things 
around.  The  brief  pause  did  not 
break  Jorge’s  concentration.  She 
served  the  match  point  lightly  over 
the  net,  catching  NMH  off-guard  and 
winning  both  the  game,  15-7,  and  the 
match,  3-1.

After  humiliating  NMH  for  the  se- 
cond time  this  season,  Andover  was 
ready  to  take  on  Billerica,  the  second- 
best  team  in  the  state.  Although 
technically  a scrimmage,  the  match 
counted  as  the  real  thing  for  PA.  The 
girls  knew  what  they  were  going  up 
against,  and  also  knew  what  was  at 
stake.  They  played  the  best  match  of 
the  season,  winning  3-2  and  truly  ear- 
ning their  undefeated  title.  In  the  first

Everyone 
worked  hard  throughout  the  season, 
and  finally,  Coach  Svec  pulled  them 
all  together  to  work  as  a unit.  When 
they  worked  as  a team,  it  was  like 
watching  a finely-tuned  machine. 
Their  work  is  not  finished, 
on  Sunday,  they  bead  for  a post- 
season tournament  hosted  by 
Cushing  Academy.

Jorge.  Tina  Kukk,  Virginia  Edington, 
Angela  Bouwsma,  and  Braz  Hopkins.

Water  Polo  1 For  3

On  Saturday  Varsity  Water  Polo 
chalked  up  its  first  win  in  a tri-meet 
against  Suffield  and  Hebron.  The 
Blue  clobbered  the  inexperienced 
Hebron  squad  in  an  easy  25-3  victory, 
then  lost  to  Suffield  12-7  in  a con- 
troversial game  where  Suffield  ex- 
ploited its  home  court  advantage 
more  than  the  New  England  Patriots 
did  in  their  famous  Snow  Plow  Vic- 
tory over  the  Miami  Dolphins.  The 
record  for  the  new  varsity  squad  now 
stands  at  1-2. 

The  Hebron  game  was  no  contest. 
Hebron,  long-time  rivals  in  swimm- 
ing, found  themselves  in  a situation 
reminiscent  of  last  year’s  Super  Bowl. 
In  less  than  two  minutes  from  the 
opening  sprint,  Andover  jumped  out 
to  a 4-0  lead,  led  by  tough  hole  play 
by  co-captain  Dave  Goldstein.  By 
halftime  the  Andover  offense  had 
equaled  its  goal  production  from  last 
season  and  PA  found  itself  on  the 
winning  side  for  once  with  a 13-1 
edge. 

Defensively  the  Blue  tore  Hebron 
apart.  Todd  Brussel  and  Bob  Berns- 
tein (back  from  a one  year  layoff  due 
to  tendonitis)  shattered  Hebron’s 
dreams  of  an  organized  offense  as 
they  picked  off  passes  and  forced

Sunk  by  Suffield 

The  next  game  against  Suffield 
roved  to  be  a different  and  more 
ontroversial  story.  Suffield,  ever  the 
ourteous  home  team,  allowed  An- 
lover  a fifteen  minute  break  between 
ames.  They,  of  course,  were  rested, 
laving  played  their  “first”  game  of 
his  “tri-meet”  against  Hebron  the 
light  before,  beating  Hebron  20-5. 
Andover  went  into  the  Suffield  game 
vithout  much  rest  from  the  previous 
>ame.  As  one  Andover  player 
emarked,  “They  really  abused  their 
tome-court  advantage... A tri-meet 


implies  that  all  of  the  teams  play  two 
games  in  the  same  day.  Suffield 
basically  let  Hebron  play  a couple 
quarters  for  them  in  order  to  tire  us 
out.” 

At  first  the  effects  of  fatigue  were 
not  too  noticable  on  Andover.  An- 
dover used  its  superior  speed  to  draw 
numerous  man-up  situations  against 
Suffield.  Bob  Bernstein  took  a pretty 
lob  pass  on  a man-up  situation  and 
stuffed  it  home  to  make  the  score  3-2 
Andover  at  the  end  of  the  first 
quarter. 

The  tide  turned  in  the  second 
quarter.  Andover  was  unable  to  take 
advantage  of  more  man-ups.  Suffield 
caught  a number  of  lucky  breaks,  in- 
cluding a ball  tipped  by  Goldstein  in- 
to his  own  goal  and  a Bob  LeRoy 
miss  on  an  open  net.  At  halftime  the 
score  stood  Suffield  6 Andover  4. 

Suffield  then  proceeded  to  pull 
away  in  the  second  half  as  Andover 
became  winded.  They  scored  four 
unanswered  goals  as  the  blue’s  of- 
fense collapsed.  By  the  fourth  quarter 
Andover’s  offense  showed  no  move- 
ment or  drives  whatsoever  and  the 
fatigued  Andover  players  sat  dead  in 
the  water.  Lack  of  substitutions  and 
the  loss  of  Bernstein  due  to  shoulder 
trouble  for  the  entire  second  half 
worsened  the  situation.  Although  An- 
dover waws  able  to  add  three  goals  to 
Suffield’s  two  (one  of  which  came  on 
a foolish  play  where  Andover’s  Greco 
brought  the  ball  bnack  into  his  own 
goal),  these  were  basically  lucky  long 
shots'.  Suffield  prevailed  12-7. 

Andover  was  disappointed  but  not 
crushed  by  the  results.  Head  coach 
Steve  Purington  noted  that  “some  of 
the  mistakes  that  we  made  in  the 
Hebron  game  we  could  get  away  with 
because  Hebron  was  so  inexperienc- 
ed...not  so  against  Suffield!”  Next 
Saturday  Andover  will  head  to  NMH 
iu  take  oi  a team  that  beat  them  12-9 
last  season.

Exeter  And  Suf field  Sink  Water 
Polo  To  Close  Out  Season

Twas  the  morning  of  Andover- 
Exeter  and  all  through  the  campus, 
not  a creature  was  stirring,  ’cept  for 
the  varsity  waterpolo  team,  preparing 
for  Interschols.

Hockey  Suffers  Third  Period 
Defeat  At  Deerfield’s  Hands

After  a tough  loss  to  Deerfield,  the 
team’s  second  straight,  Andover  got 
back  on  track  by  winning  their  first 
game  ever  against  Cushing.  The 
Blue’s  record  now  stands  at  8 and  4.

Deerfield  Comeback 

On  Saturday  night,  the  largest 
crowd  of  the  season  saw  cross-state 
rival  Deerfield  pull  off  a shocking 
comeback  with  three  goals  in  the 
third  period.  The  Blue  began  in  the 
hard  hitting  game  with  Kim  Dunn’s 
tip-in  off  a shot  from  the  point  by 
Jim  Madigan  at  1:31  in  the  first 
period.  The  score  remaind  1-0  at  the 
end  of  one.  Andover  extended  their 
lead  in  the  second  period.  Center  Kim 
Dunn  was  on  a breakaway  when  a 
Deerfield  defender  threw  his  stick  in 
an  effort  to  prevent  a goal,  but 
resulted  in  a penalty  shot.

Girls  Annihilate  The  Pack 

The  famed  deadly  duo  of 
Senior/Captain  Heidi  Salin  and  her 
Upper  teammate  Nikki  Vadebon- 
coeur performed  in  usual  fashion 
securing  the  top  two  overall  spots. 
Salin,  who  according  to  Coach  Thorn 
“has  had  an  amazing  year,”  took 
first  with  a time  of  35.45.  Vadebon- 
coeur, close  behind  registered  with  a 
time  of  35.86.  However,  PA’s  depth 
shone  brilliantly  throughout  the  day 
with  Senior  Jen  Stern  pulling  through 
with  a stunning  race.  Stern  ended  up 
placing  fourth  overall  with  a 37.75 
clocking.  Kristen  Carpenter,  a 
newcomer  to  the  team,  also  rose  to 
the  occasion  by  taking  the  seventh 
overall  spot  with  a time  of  38.91 . The 
entire  day  featured  Andover’s  out- 
front  domination  of  their  hungry  op- 
ponents. As  Coach  Thorn  stated, 
“Girls’  Alpine  Skiing  is  the  Girls’ 
Soccer  Team  of  Winter  Term. ’’With 
an  amazing  record  of  59-1  in  the  past 
few  seasons  the  Women’s  Skiers  will 
certainly  go  down  in  history  as  one  of 
Andover’s  best. 

Boys  Edged  By  Deerfield 

If  Andover  had  been  able  to  cut  .5 
of  a second  off  their  final  time,  they 
would  have  set  the  Green  in  their  pro- 
per place.  However,  a tough  DA 
performance  in  the  upper  echelons  of 
their  team  staved  off  PA’s 
courageous  showing.  Once  again, 
depth  is  the  key  word  in  the  Blue’s  se- 
cond place  finish.  Lower  superstar 
Alex  Jacacci  skied  in  his  usual  stellar 
manner  to  place  second  overall.  His 


time  of  33.96  was  only  bettered  by  a 
single  racer  from  St.  Paul’s.  Coming 
up  next  for  Andover  was  Senior 
veteran  Justin  Loew  who  registered 
seveth  overall  with  a time  of  35.28. 
Tyler  Vadeboncoeur,  the  Junior, 
followed  Loew  placing  eighth  with  a 
35.58  clocking.  Captain  Sam  Britton 
skied  well  ending  up  at  ninth  with  a 
35.73  race.  Those  seventh,  eighth, 
and  ninth  placings  were  crucial  to  An- 
dover’s final  scoring.  Just  as  crucial 
was  Lower  workhorse  John  Knight, 
who  as  Coach  Thorn  commented 
“had  the  race  of  his  life,”  finished 
with  a time  of  36.55.  Knight,  who 
usually  places  around  the  eighth  spot 
for  PA,  has  improved  tremendously 
by  finishing  thirteenth.  Bringing  in 
the  rear,  which  was  quite  an  ac- 
complishment for  Andover  in  this 
competition  was  Jake  Appleton,  who 
ended  up  fourteenth  with  a 36.62 
clocking. 

Interschols  Look  Bright 

The  Ski  Team’s  strong  perfor- 
mance at  Temple  Mountain  was  quite 
indicative  of  their  inexorable  poten- 
tial. PA’s  depth  talent  and  determina- 
tion should  give  them  the  edge  in  this 
Saturday’s  race.  Facing  the  entire 
prep  school  Circuit,  it  seems  as 
though  Andover  might  come  out  on 
top.  Coach  Thorn  summed  up,  “If 
your  #6  skier  can  place  eighth  overall 
and  your  #8  Boys’  Skier  can  place 
thirteenth  overall  in  a compet  five 
race,  it  certainly  says  something 
about  the  quality  of  your  team.”  The 
Interschols  title  is  anxiously  awaiting 
the  Blue  skiers,  and  hopefully  PA’s 
bottomless  depth  will  lead  them  to 
supremacy  in  the  New  England  Prep 
School  Skiing  Circuit.

Interschols  Brings  Mixed  Ends 
For  PA  Alpine  Ski  Teams

Last  Wednesday  the  Boys’  and 
Girls’  Alpine  Ski  teams  travelled  to 
Andover,  NH,  to  compete  in  In- 
terschols. For  the  girls,  particularly 
captain  Heidi  Salin,  it  was  a great  en- 
ding to  a vintage  season.  For  the 
Boys,  a young  team  with  a bright 
future,  it  was  a frustrating  end  to  a 
good  season. 

The  girls  finished  second  in  the 
slalom,  third  in  the  Giant  Slalom  and 
second  overall.  Salin  turned  in  a spec- 
tacular performance,  finishing  4th 
with  a time  of  39.02.

In 
terms  of  total  time,  the  Blue  lost  by  a 
mere  27/100  of  a second. 

Compared  to  the  girls,  the  boys 
performance  seems  mediocre,  but 
they  deserve  much  more  credit  than 
they  were  given.  In  the  slalom,  they 
finished  fifth  out  of  12  against  very 
strong  competition.

well,  finishing  ninth,  Jaccaci  capped 
off  a great  day,  finishing  in  11th 
place,.but  Sam  Britton  had  a very  bad 
second  run  and  Justin  Loew  did  not 
finish.  Although  junior  Tyler 
Vadeboncoeur  and  lower  Jake  Ap- 
pleton filled  in  the  hole  well,  the  team 
finished  a frustrating  ninth.  In  the 
end,  Deerfield  won,  with  WMS  and 
Holderness  behind,  the  Blue  squad 
ended  up  in  seventh. 

For  the  girls,  the  day  ended  a three 
period  when  they  lost  only  1 race 
while  winning  60.  Captain  Heidi  Salin 
had  an  incredible  season,  finishing 
first  4 times  and  second  once  in  5 
regular  season  meets.  Her  season 
culminated  at  Interschols,  where  she 
finished  third  in  the  combined  events. 
Nikki  Vadeboncoeur  also  had  a 
superb  season,  with  several  second 
place  finishes  and  a first.  Hard 
worker  Jen  Stern  was  a key 
member,  particularly  at  Interschols, 
Chris  Monson,  Gillian  Recesso,  and 
Kristin  Carpenter  also  contributed 
greatly  and  added  to  the  team’s 
depth.

In  their  fourth  match  of  the  season, 
the  Girls  Varsity  Squash  team 
demonstrated  their  overwhelming  im- 
provement over  last  year  with  a 4-3 
victory  over  their  tough  rival,  St.

Choate  Tournament 

The  Choate  Invitational  is  held 
every  year  to  give  teams  from  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  country  a chance 
to  compete  against  each  other.  Each 
school  plays  against  4 other  schools  in 
a match  with  the  five  top  seeds. 
Regular  matches  are  usually  3 out  of 
5 games,  but  at  Choate  the  format 
was  different.  The  matches  consist  of 
three  games  to  be  played  even  if 
somebody  has  already  won  the  first 
two.  With  this  method,  teams  are 
rated  by  how  many  games  they  win, 
as  well  as  by  how  many  individual 
matches  they  win. 

After  an  exciting  overnight  stay  at 
Choate,  the  PA  squad  faced  Haver- 
ford,  a school  from  Pennsylvania,  in 
the  first  match  of  the  day.  Haverford 
is  often  said  to  be  the  top  team  in  the 
United  States,  so  Andover  knew  their 
work  was  cut  out  for  them.  New 
Senior  Rich  Chin,  who  was  rated  no. 
1 in  the  nation  in  his  age  group  last 
year,  started  things  well  in  the  No.  1 
bracket  by  toying  with  his  opponent 
and  winning  three  games.  Captain 
Allen  Hopkins  played  well  at  No.  2, 
winning  one  game,  but  eventually 
loosing  2-1.  The  rest  of  the  squad 
played  tough  by  Haverford  was  just 
too  much,  winning  the  other  three 
matches  3-0.  Andover  then  faced 
Hotchkiss.  Hotchkiss  was  thoroughly 
outclassed  and  was  only  able  to  win 
one  game  out  of  the  fifteen  played. 
Andover  then  tromped  on  Choate, 
winning  four  of  the  five  matches. 

Because  of  a stress  fracture  in  his 
leg,  No.  1 seed  Rich  Chin  had  to  sit 
out  on  the  match  against  another 
tough  Pennsylvania  school,  Hill.  This 
meant  that  all  the  other  players  had  to 
move  up  a notch.  Still,  Andover’s 
strength  and  depth  was  evident  as 
they  just  narrowly  lost  in  games  to 
Hill  by  a score  of  7-8.  The  double 
Deckers,  Alec  and  Keil,  playing  at 
Nos.  3 and  4 were  standouts  for  the 
squad  in  this  match,  with  Alec  winn- 
ing 3-0,  and  Keil  Decker  surviving  a 
2-1  victory  after  taking  a viscious  shot 
to  the  head  from  his  opponents  rac- 


quet. It  was  evident,  though,  that 
with  everyone  healthy,  PA  would 
have  dominated  Hill.  Even  though  no 
official  results  have  been  released  yet, 
all  would  agree  that  PA  was  the  se- 
cond best  team  behind  Haverford. 

Tabor  Crushed 

This  last  Wednesday  the  squad 
travelled  to  Tabor  for  a match  against 
the  Tabor  top  five.  Since  Coach  Cone 
knew  that  the  Andover  squad  would 
have  no  competition  with  the  Tabor 
squad,  he  elected  to  allow  No.  3 Alec 
Decker  to  fill  the  No.  1 slot,  and  then 
allow  No.  6 Josh  Malitsky  and  three 
players  below  him  on  the  ladder  to  fill 
the  Nos.  2-5  spots.  This  would  give 
some  of  the  less  experienced  players 
some  excellent  competition.  Per 
usual.  Coach  Tom  Cone  was  correct. 
Led  by  stellar  3-0  victories  from  Scott 
Straus  and  Ben  Willwerth  and  a 3-1 
victory  from  Josh  Malitsky,  the  team 
cam  out  on  top  by  3-2.  Alec  Decker 
and  temporary  Captain  Rob  Romp 
played  well,  but  eventually  succemb- 
ed,  and  in  the  exhibition  match, 
Travis  Metz  made  a cameo  ap- 
pearance at  No.  6 and  battled  bravely 
with  the  Choate  No.  6 before  being 
trounced  in  the  fifth  and  final  game.

Irange  Courts  No  Match  for  An- 
dover 

Even  though  the  squad  knew  that 
iddlesex  probably  not  very  strong, 
3ach  Cone  elected  to  bring  the  top  5 
play  because  their  match  ex- 
rience  might  be  necessary  when 


playing  on  such  strange  courts.  The 
courts  lived  up  to  expectations,  prov- 
ing more  slippery  than  the  walk  uphill 
from  Abbot  in  winter.  But  the  home 
court  advantage  was  no  help  when 
faced  with  superior  fire-power.  An- 
dover did  not  lose  a game  on  the  way 
to  its  5-0  sweep,  winning  15  out  of  the 
15  games  played.  The  team  survived 
the  ride  home  after  an  encounter  with 
a Self-Service  gas  station,  and  started 
to  prepare  for  the  St.  Pauls  match. 

The  intensity  was  high  during  prac- 
tice on  Monday  and  Tuesday.  When 
Wednesday  rolled  around,  the  team 
was  ready.  Rich  Chin,  playing 
number  one,  faced  John  Musto. 
John  Musto  was  the  the  number  two 
player  in  the  nation  last  year  in  thel  8- 
division,  while  Rich  was  number  one 
in  the  16.  The  stands  were  packed  as 
the  title  of  the  best  high  school 
player  in  the  nation  was  on  the  line. 
The  Andover  squad  knew  that  Rich 
would  have  to  play  the  match  of  his 
life  to  win  against  the  favored  Musto.

Soon 
Rich’s  rails  were  dying  on  the  walls 
and  Musto  could  not  keep  up.  Still 
the  rallys  were  long  and  intense  with 
some  surprising  gets  and  the  crowd 
began  to  show  some  life  as  Andover’s 
Chin  rallied  back.  After  winning  he 
third  game,  he  gained  some  new 
strength  as  they  entered  the  fourth 
game.  Musto  quickened  the  pace  as 
he  began  to  cut  off  Rich’s  shots  on 
the  fly.  But  Rich  was  patient  and 
slowly  frustrated  Musto  into  trying  to 
win  points  outright.  Rich’s  soft  game 
was  playing  off  as  Musto  began  to 
tire.  But  as  they  entered  the  fif  and 
final  game,  after  Rich  won  the 
fourth,  they  were  both  quite  worn 
out.  But  Rich  had  the  touch  and 
jumped  out  to  a quick  lead.  Musto 
was  not  yet  through  though,  and 
gamely  battled  back  as  the  lead 
seesawed  as  they  approached  the  end. 
When  the  score  reached  13-13,  Musto 
chose  a “set  5”,  meaning  they  would 
play  until  someone  reached  5,  no 
matter  if  it  was  by  a score  of  5-4.  The 
crowd  was  now  firmly  in  the  match 
and  helped  rally  Rich  into  a quick  3-0 
lead  with  some  amazingly  deft  drop 
shots.  Still,  Musto  was  not  through 
and  forced  his  way  to  a 3-2  deficit. 
Rich  won  the  next  point  as  the  crowd 
rose  to  its  feet  realizing  that  the 
match  would  be  over  in  a matter  of 
seconds,  no  matter  who  the  victor. 
But  even  down  three  match  points. 


Musto  kept  charging  and  firmly  won 
the  next  point,  the  scqre  now  4-3  in 
Rich’s  favor.  The  last  and  final 
point  was  a microcosm  of  the  whole 
match.  The  two  exchanged  some 
mean  rails  and  then  ran  each  other 
around  the  court  with  drop  shots.  But 
Rich  was  a little  bit  quicker  and  a lit- 
tle bit  stronger  and  finally  caught 
Musto  in  a bad  place,  then  proceeded 
to  rocket  the  ball  past  him.  The 
crowd  rose  to  its  feet  as  the  players 
shook  hands.  It  would  be  hard  to  find 
more  equally  matched  opponents. 
For  Rich,  it  was,  in  his  own  words, 
“the  best  match  of  my  career.” 

With  the  tone  set,  the  Andover 
squad  continued  its  march  to  a con- 
vincing victory.  Number  three  Alec 
Decker  disposed  of  his  opponent  3-1 
and  fired  up  Chris  “Bonecrusher” 
Strain,  playing  in  the  number  five 
spot,  who  crushed  his  foe  3-0.  Robb 
“Slaughter”  Romp  also  had  one  of 
the  better  matches  of  his  career  while 
wearing  down  a tough  opponent  3-1. 
Captain  and  spiritual  leader  Allen 
Hopkins  had  a tough  match  at 
number  2.  He  played  a freshman 
ranked  number  one  in  the  nation  for 
his  age  group.  Extremely  .fast  and 
very  consistent,  this  freshman  also 
had  a killer  three  wall  shot  which 
could  frustrate  even  the  most  ex- 
perienced player.  Hopkins  was  not 
playing  very  well,  and  it  was  not  ter- 
ribly surprising  to  find  him  down, 
2-1.  But  Allen  was  mentally  tough, 
able  to  hold  his  head  through  the  bad 
spells  in  order  to  win  the  fourth 
game.  In  the  fifth  game,  experience 
paid  off  as  the  the  freshman  began  to 
force  points  as  Allen  strategically 
slowed  play  down.  Hopkins  wn  the 
match  3-2  as  St.  Pauls’  hopes  0f  vic- 
tory dimmed  as  fast  as  our  hopes  for 
a Headmaster’s  Day  had  dimmed. 
Keil  Decker  had  an  off  day  and  was 
never  really  in  the  match  as  he  suf- 
fered Andover’s  lone  loss.  Number 
six  Josh  Malitsky  finished  things  off 
by  crippling  his  opponent  3-0. 

It  was  a tremendous  day  for  An- 
dover. It  was  evident  to  all  on  the 
squad  that  it  would  be  hard  to  find 
another  team  which  could  match  their 
strength  and  depth.  At  this  point  in 
the  season,  it  is  important  for  the 
squad  to  keep  Interschols  in  mind  and 
continue  to  work  hard.  And  though 
the  rest  of  the  season  may  not  hold 
much  competition,  the  team  must 
keep  their  heads.

that  was  in  the  finals.  He,  like 
Hopkins,  demolished  cannon  fodder 
3-0,  3-0,  3-0  to  make  it  to  the  finals. 

In  the  finals,  he  was  up  against  a 
much-improved  Exeter  player.  The 
first  game  was  a showcase  as  Decker 
grooved  his  strokes  and  didn’t  give 
his  opponent  a chace  to  get  into  the 
game.  But  in  the  second  game,  his  op- 
ponent found  a way  into  the  match.  A 
temporary  let-up  by  Decker  lost  him 
the  game. 

Suddenly  it  was  a match.  But 
Decker  had  the  determination  to  win 
points  in  the  third  game,  even  when 
some  of  his  strokes  failed  him.

For  all 
the  hype  over  the  top  guns,  it  is  peo- 
ple like  Strain  who  kept  winning 
match  after  match.  Strain  is  the 
perfect  example  of  the  depth  that  An- 
dover has  been  sporting  for.  He 
didn’t  lose  a match  all  year,  and  con- 
sequently was  seeded  number  1 in  his 
draw.  It  was  no  surprise  then  when 
Strain  cruised  through  his  half  of  the 
draw  to  make  the  finals. 

In  the  finals,  he  faces  a wiley  St. 
Paul’s  player.  Strain,  though,  has  a 
way  of  overpowering  opponents.  This 
match  was  no  exception.  Although 
Strain  I ost  a game,  it  was  only  a mat- 
ter of  time  before  Strain’s  opponent 
cracked  and  couldn’t  keep  up.

It  has  been  a tough  year  for  Decker 
and  this  day  was  no  exception,  as  he 
lost  3-0  to  be  the  first  Andover  player 
knocked  out  of  the  tournment.  __ 


Number  1 seed  Rich  Chin  was  seed- 
ed number  1 in  his  draw.  He  would 
have  to  eventually  face  the  for- 
midable number  2 seed  John  Musto 
to  win  the  title.  Earlier  in  the  year 
Chin  had  staged  a dramatic  com- 
eback against  Musto  to  win  in  a fifth 
game  tiebreaker.  Now,  Musto  was 
back  for  revenge  to  regain  his  In- 
terscholastic title.  Both  Musto  and 
Chin  waltzed  through  the  draw  into 
the  finals;  they  were  in  a class  of  their 
own.  The  first  game  of  the  finals 
found  Chin  in  top  form  and  Musto  a 
bit  slow  off  the  blocks.  But  after  Chin 
won  the  first  game,  Musto  found  his 
groove.  While  watching  the  match,  it 
was  hard  to  imagine  anyone  beating 
Musto  when  he  was  on.  It  is  not  that 
Chin  played  badly;  he  played  well. 
It’s  just  that  Musto  was  quick, 
powerful  and  deft  beyond  com- 
prehension. Musto  won  games  2 and 
3 very  quickly.  But  this  time  Musto 
did  not  let  up.  Chin  timed  his  fight  his 
way  into  the  match.  But  Musto 
played  as  if  on  a mission.  For  the  se- 
cond year  in  a row  John  Musto  of  St.

Champion.

Richard  Chin 


A deserving  recipient  of  Winter 
Athlete  of  the  Term  is  squash  player 
Richard  Chin.  Chin,  a post-graduate, 
had  a sparkling  season  for  boy’s  var- 
sity squash,  winning  in  every  match 
he  played.  He  was  largely  responsible 
for  the  team’s  impressive  13-1  record. 

Chin  was  afflicted  with  an  injury  to 
his  lower  leg  early  in  the  year,  forcing 
him  to  miss  some  tournaments  he 
would  have  liked  to  play  in,  but  by 
the  start  of  the  squash  season  he  was 
ready  to  go.  Chin  rolled  along,  con- 
sistently winning  matches  for  the 
team,  often  by  very  lopsided  scores. 
Perhaps  his  most  thrilling  victory  of 
the  season  came  at  the  hands  of  St. 
Paul’s  John  Musto,  the  top  ranked 
player  in  the  country  in  the  18-and- 
under  age  group.  In  the  best  of  five 
series,  Musto  took  the  first  two 
games.  Chin  refused  to  give  in  so  easi- 
ly. He  stormed  back  to  win  the  next 
two  and  forced  a fifth  and  deciding 
game.  The  tension  grew  as  the  score 
went  to  13-13,  forcing  a tiebreaker  up 
to  18  points.  Chin  managed  to  com- 
plete his  comeback  by  winning  the 
game  18-16,  and  the  match  three 
games  to  two.  This  match  was  ex- 
emplary of  the  determination  that 
characterized  Chin’s  play  all  year 
lomg. 

Chin  also  gave  a very  impressive 
performance  at  the  Inter-schols,  com- 
ing in  second  behind  a very  vengeful 
Musto.  Chin  commented,  “We  [An- 
dover] did  really  well  as  a team.’’ 

Chin  is  originally  from  Guyana, 
and  it  was  there  that  he  first  started  to 
play  squash  at  age  9.  “My  dad  got  me 
interested,”  Chin  stated.  “My  family 
is  very  sports  competitive.”  He  also 
said  that  “pretty  good  results  at  the 
start”  encouraged  him  on  to  win  the 
19  and  under  Carribean  Champion- 
ships and  the  All-Carribean  open,  as 
well  as  serving  as  captain  for  the 
Guyana  national  team. 

Chin’s  experience  of  playing 
squash  in  the  Caribbean  has  had  a 
strong  influence  on  his  style  of  play. 
In  the  Carribean,  squash  is  normally 


played  with  a softer  ball  than  the  one 
used  in  the  United  States.  Playing 
with  the  softer  ball  has  enabled  Chin 
to  emphasize  touch  and  consistency 
instead  of  power.  Thus  Chins  style  of 
play  isn’t  based  on  hitting  the  ball 
hard,  but  rather  on  a soft  touch  and 
great  placement.  Chin  believes  that 
one  “must  be  well  rounded  in  order 
to  be  a good  squash  player,”  and  he 
is  just  that.  His  combination  of 
quickness,  stamina,  patience,  and 
shot  selection  is  very  effective  in 
wearing  down  his  opponents. 

Despite  Chin’s  great  success,  he 
continues  to  work  hard  and  keep  a 
good  attitude.  Coach  Thomas  Cone 
agrees,  noticing  that  Chin  is  always 
willing  to  work  with  his  fellow  team- 
mates and  JV  players. 

After  graduating  from  Andover 
this  spring,  Chin  will  move  on  to  Cor- 
nell and  compete  at  the  college  level 
where  no  doubt  he  will  continue  his 
winning  ways.

His  last  showdown  with  Herberich 
was  coming.  Since  the  beginning  of 
the  season  he  had  “plateued  out”  in 
the  high  22  seconds  and  low  23 
seconds.  He  was  striving  to  swim  a 
low  22.  For  the  50  pre-eliminations, 
Goldstein  was  ‘‘fully  tapered,”  or 
shaved.  He  “felt  better  than  he  had 
ever  felt  before.”  Diving  in,  the 
awesome  sensation  of  his  hairless  skin 
against  the  cold  water  pushed  him  on. 
Before  the  turn  the  race  was  close, 
but  then  Goldstein  burst  forth  and 
was  suddenly  a body-length  ahead. 
He  stretched  for  the  sensor  with  An- 
dover “going  well.” 

He  knew  he  swam  an  incredible 
race,  but  he  didn’t  know  that  he  had 
broken  Andover’s  16  year  old  record; 
swimming  an  astounding  21.7.  He 
was  ranked  number  1 for  the  finals. 
In  the  finals  he  also  swam  another  in- 
credible race  finishing  1st  with  a 21.9, 
and  massacring  both  Herberich  and 
Brooker.  It  was  Goldstein’s  first  time 
beating  Herberich  at  Interschols  since 
junior  year,  and  to  break  the  22  bar- 
rier. 

Next  Goldstein  participated  in  the 
100  freestyle.  Swimming  yet  another 
astonishing  race,  with  a 47.6,  he 
sloshed  Jon  Bernstein’s  record  of 
47.9.  He  was  only  one  out  of  three 
swimmers  to  achieve  2 victories,  and 
then  went  on  to  swim  the  first  leg  of 
the  400  relay.  Andover’s  relay  team 
of  Goldstein,  Rich  Kotite,  Dave 


Mainen,  and  Caleb  Hellerman  swam 
its  all-time  best  in  3 minutes  14.57. 
They  bettered  their  own  team  record 
by  6Vi  seconds  and  the  shcool  record 
by  2lA  seconds.  Everyone  swam  ex- 
tremely well,  resulting  in  Andover 
crushing  Exeter.  They  lost  to  Deer- 
field in  the  relay  by  only  4/100  of  a 
second. 

Goldstein  achieved  “All-American 
consideration”  in  the  50  free  and  100 
free.  The  relay  team  achieved  con- 
sideration in  the  400  free.  Goldstein 
had  a memorable  Interschols.  He  says 
he  “couldn’t  have  asked  for  a better 
season,”  adding  that  “the  team  as  a 
whole  had  a really  high  morale  with  a 
surprising  number  of  swimmers  en- 
thusiastically attending  morning 
practice.”  He  achieved  the  same 
satisfaction  from  breaking  the 
records  as  he  did  from  watching  his 
team  win  most  of  their  races,  either 
finals  or  consolations,  and  all  dropp- 
ing loads  of  time.  “This  is  what 
swimming  is  all  about,”  Goldstein 
concluded. 


Dave  Goldstein 


To  make  a Varsity  sport  is  difficult. 
To  make  two  is  harder.  But  to  make 
three  and  serve  as  Captain  for  two  of 
them  is  a tremendous  achievement. 
Dave  Goldstein  did  it  this  year  as  Cap- 
tain of  the  Water  Polo  and  Swim 
Teams,  and  rowing  crew’s  second  boat 
as  well.  In  all  three  sports,  his  hard 
work,  determination  and  skill  were 
crucial  to  the  team’s  successes. 

Without  much  rowing  experience, 
Goldstein  is  an  important  member  of 
the  Crew  team  this  Spring  as  they  pre- 
pare for  Interschols.  However,  Gold- 
stein’s true  element  is  flying  through 
the  water,  not  over  it. 

This  fall,  Golstein  was  Captain  of 
the  first  Varsity  Water  Polo  team  in 
Andover  history.  This  situation  made 
his  job  even  more  diffucult.  In  or- 
ganizing the  inexperienced  players. 
Coach  Steve  Purrington  said,  ’’Dave 
not  only  had  to  be  a good  administra- 
tor but  he  had  to  teach  everyone- how 
to  play.”  Although  the  team  boasted 
a losing  record  of  1-7,  they  did  achieve 
their  first  ever  victory  against  another 
Varsity  team.  The  all  important 
’’hole-man”  Goldstein  led  the  team  in 
scoring  and  played  well  enough  to  be 


nominated  as  a potential  All- 
American.”  He  was  the  best  Captain 
I have  ever  worked  with, ’’expounded 
Purrington.”  He  was  extremely  dedi- 
cated and  motivated  and  he  was  very 
successful  in  establishing  a Water  Po- 
lo tradition  at  Andover.” 

The  swimming  season  was  even 
more  successful  for  Goldstein.  After 
a 6-3  season,  the  team  placed  second 
at  Interschols  behind  perrenial  cham- 
pion Deerfield.  It  was  their  highest  fin- 
ish in  16  years  and  the  first  time  in  that 
long  that  they  had  beaten  the  despised 
Exies.  Goldstein  led  the  charge  by 
winning  the  50  and  100  freestyles,  both 
in  school  record  time.  He  also  led  off 
the  400  free  relay  which  broke  the 
school  mark  only  to  lose  to  Deerfield 
by  .04  seconds. 

After  placing  11  and  14  in  Inter- 
schols his  Upper  year,  Goldstein  set  his 
eyes  on  Tom  Nevilles  1971  50  free 
record  of  21 .8  seconds.  After  beating 
the  Loomis  Chaffee  pool  record  in  an 
early  meet,  things  looked  good. 
However,  his  times  leveled  off  and 
though  he  lost  only  three  races  all  year, 
Goldstein  was  nervous  before  Inter- 
schols. He  was  not  encouraged  by  an 
illness  that  caused  him  to  miss  three 
practices  in  the  last  week.  On  the  pre- 


lims of  the  championship  meet, 
though,  his  fears  were  assuaged.  He 
made  his  goal  in  the  50  with  a 21.78. 
Goldstein  had  been  more  worried 
about  his  longer  race,  the  100,  but  he 
flew  to  47.69,  beating  Jon  Bernstein’s 
record.  As  Goldstein  put  it,  ”1 
spazzed!”  In  finals,  he  held  on  to  win 
both  races  in  21.92  and  47.98  respec- 
tively, taking  the  latter  by  a hundreth 
of  a second. 

Goldstein  attributed  his  success  to 
Coach  Lorring  Kinder’s  tough  wor- 
kouts and  the  support  of  other  swim- 
mers. He  also  emphasized  his  own 
hard  work,  saying,  ”1  only  missed  two 
morning  practices  in  two 
years. ’’Coach  Kinder  cited  his  positive 
attitude,  saying  ”He  really  kept  me  go- 
ing through  all  our  hard  times.” 
Teammate  Bob  LeRoy  added,  ”He’s 
a really  bizarre  guy,  and  I hated  it 
when  he  woke  me  up  for  morning 
practices,  but  he  really  deserves  Ath- 
lete of  the  Year.” 

In  every  sport  this  year,  Golstein’s 
hard  work  and  positive  attitude  paid 
off.  His  success  is  a standard  for  An- 
dover’s future  athletes.  As  next  year’s 
swim  captains  put  ie,  ”We  just  hope 
we  can  follow  in  his  footsteps,  and  be 
as  awesome  as  Dave  was...”

Boys’  Swimming  Experiences 
Best  Season  Since  1971

The  Andover  Varsity  Swim  team 
proved  to  be  the  most  successful 
swim  team  Andover  has  seen  in  six- 
teen years.  The  first  team  to  beat 
Exeter  since  1971  and  also  the 
highest  placed  team  at  Interschols 
since  1971.  Leading  the  team  were 
Co-captains  Charlie  Strout  and 
Dave  Goldstein.  Each  provided  ex- 
cellent leadership  throughout  the 
year  and  capped  the  season  with 
great  times  Interschols.  As  Ms. 
Kinder  said,  the  captains  led 
through  both  their  actions  and  their 
words. 

The  Season 

The  Blue’s  season  got  off  to  a slow 
start.  They  lost  in  a narrow  meet  to 
Loomis  Chaffee  who  had  already  been 
practicing  together  for  two  months.

Brook  Burke  continued  his  fine 
pitching  shutting  down  the  oppsition 
for  the  fourth  straight  inning  unlike  his 
counterpart.

If  you  have  been  following  Boys’ 
Varsity  Baseball’s  roller-coaster  sea- 
son, the  name  John  Moosa  has  un- 
doubtedly been  brought  to  mention. 
He  has  been  the  foremost  driving  force 
behind  the  team’s  success.  His  many 
outstanding  ach  vements  on  the 
Baseball  field  justifiably  make  him  a 
candidate  for  an  Athlete  of  the  Term. 

Moosa  has  been  a positive  factor  in 
nearly  every  game  for  the  Blue, 
whether  it  was  knocking  in  the  game 
winning  run,  or  or  simply  running  the 
game  from  behind  the  plate.  No  mat- 
ter what  position  he  played,  Moosa 
kept  the  team  alive,  motivated,  and 
more  often  than  not,  “in”  the  game. 

From  behind  the  plate,  Moosa  is  a 
deadly  weapon  as  even  the  stealtiest  of 
stealers  have  net  down  on  the  base 
paths  at  the  hand  of  John  Moosa.  His 
cat-like  reflexes,  quick  release  and  ac- 
curate arm  enable  him  to  gun  down 
the  most  fleet  footed  of  runners. 

When  not  behind  the  plate,  but  on 
the  plate  with  bat  in  hand,  Moosa  is 
a weapon  to  be  feared.  He  had  a hit 
in  nearly  every  game  of  the  season  for 
the  Blue.  He  is  not  a power  hitter,  but 
a “base  hit”  hitter.  He  is  not  the  hand 
who  just  slapsbase  hits  here  and  there, 
on  the  contrary,  he  is  a consistent  line 
drive  hitter,  one  that  opponents  try  to 


avoid  for  fear  of  his  accuracy. 

When  Moosa’s  impenetrable  arm 
and  steaming  hot  bat  were  not  lifting 
the  team,  he  was  on  the  mound,  pitch- 
ing for  the  team.  Though  his  pitching 
time  was  limited  this  season,  it  was  not 
a mark  of  his  ability,  for  his  perfor- 
mance was  better  than  the  average  in 
most  outings.  Andover  boasts  a 


reasonably  large  pitching  sqaud,  and 
thus,  Moosa  was  needed  more  behind 
the  plate. 

Mossa  was  an  extremely  strong  as- 
set to  the  team  throughout  the  season. 
Whether  on  the  pitching,  catching,  or 
hitting,  his  exceptional  skills  led  the 
team  to  a winning  record. 


For  Bryan  Dunphy,  it  was  a very 
good  year.  After  an  excellent  season 
as  Andover’s  premier  running  back,  he 
anchored  the  infield  for  the  Blue’s 
young  baseball  team,  capping  a suc- 
cessful season  as  one  of  three  Phillips 
Academy  players  elected  to  the  All- 
League  team. 

Dunphy  started  football  in  fourth 
grade  as  a tackle,  but  moved  to  run- 
ning back  the  next  year,  where  he  has 
remained.  He  was  captain  of  both 
football  and  baseball  during  his  senior 
year  at  Millis  High.  In  the  first  quart- 
er of  Millis’  second  game,  Dunphy 
broke  his  foot.  He  played  the  re- 
mainder of  the  season  in  a brace,  but, 
as  Dunphy  puts  it,  “I  didn’t  have  the 
year  I might  have  had-  the  injury  took 
a lot  off  my  speed  and  agility.” 

Luckily,  he  was  healed  by  the  time 
he  arrived  at  Andover,  where  he  quick- 
ly established  himself  as  a crucial 
member  of  the  squad.  ‘‘Bryan  was 
outstanding  in  everything  he  did,” 
recalls  Coach  James  Stephens.  ‘‘He 
was  our  best  running  back,  one  of  pur 
best  receivers,  and  a fine  defensive 
back.  On  punts  we’d  put  him  in  at 
center  to  snap  the  ball-  that  shows  how 
valuable  he  was.”  Dunphy  did  not 
play  more  on  defense  simply  because 
“he  needed  a rest.”  - 

Dunphy,  a shifty,  elusive  back  with 
excellent  hands,  does  not  possess 
outsanding  speed.  But,  as  Stephens 
points  out,  ‘‘You  can  have  a person 
without  great  speed  who  has  great 
range.”  Intelligence  and  fine  judge- 
ment also  took  him  along  way.  ‘‘When 
we  threw  deep  we’d  just  send  him  out 
and  put  it  up  for  him.”  Stephens  says. 


Of  Andover  football’s  3-5  record, 
Dunphy  recalls,  “We  started  off  slow- 
ly. The  guys  on  the  team  hadn’t  played 
together.  At  Millis,  by  senior  year,  we 
were  playing  together  for  our  fourth 
year.” 

But,  he  adds,  “We  were  a better 
team  than  our  record.  Lack  of  num- 
bers sometimes  held  us  back.  We  were 
beating  Choate  21-9  in  the  fourth 
quarter,  but  we  simply  ran  out  of  gas 
and  they  got  us,  27-21.”  The  same 
thing  happened  against  Wilbraham 
Monson,  where  Andover  watched  a 
14-0  lead  turn  into  15-4  loss. 

Some  of  Dunphy’s  best  playing 
came  during  the  Andover-Exeter  con- 
test, a frustrating  15-0  loss  for  both 
him  and  the  team  as  a whole.  Dunphy, 
who  ran  several  kickoff  returns  for 
touchdowns  during  the  season,  was 
caught  on  the  5-yardline  by  Exeter’s 
kicker.  Later  in  the  game,  he  made  a 
stunning  catch  in  the  end  zone,  only 
to  have  the  referee  declare  him  out  of 
bounds.  Movies  of  the  play  later 
showed  Dunphy  clearly  in  bounds. 

Dunphy’s  durability  was  an  asset  to 
the  squad.  He  frequently  played  in 
pain  (bad  knees  discouraged  him  from 
playing  basketball  during  the  winter), 
but  expected  no  special  treatment. 
Stephens  describes  him  as  quiet  and 
modest-  “those  are  nice  qualities  to 
have  in  a player  who  does  so  many 
things.  Simply  having 
made  everybody  play  better.” 

After  a term  of  Jogging  and  Fitness, 
Dunphy  returned  to  anchor  a young 
baseball  team,  where  he  brought  a 
steady  hand  as  the  sole  senior  in  an  in- 


experienced infield  made  up  of  under- 
classmen. Dunphy,  according  to 
Coach  Andrew  Cline,  was  a“tremen- 
dous  stabilizing  influence  on  the  in- 
field with  the  way  he  encouraged 
younger  players.” 

His  experienced  hands  were  espe- 
cially careful  ones.  Dunphy,  whose 
“glovework  saved  many  bad  throws,” 
made  only  two  errors  all  season.  He 
has  played  outfield,  but  his  steadying 
influence,  along  with  arm  trouble, 
kept  him  at  first  base.  Early  in  the  sea- 
son, Dunphy  tore  a muscle  in  the  back 
of  his  shoulder.  He  served  as  designat- 
ed hitter  for  one  game,  but  was  then 
back  at  first. 

At  the  plate,  No.  19  terrorized  ene- 
my pitching,  hitting  .451  on  the  year. 
His  stance-  feet  back  in  the  box, 
weight  on  his  back  foot,  bat  cocked 
and  twicthing  impatiently-  showed  fine 
concentration  at  the  plate,  something 
which  can  be  hard  for  a young  player 
to  master.  Dunphy  struck  out  only  five 
times  in  63  trips  to  the  plate,  where  he 
compiled  a .571  on-base  average. 

Dunphy  racked  up  23  hits  (14  of 
them  for  extra  bases)  in  51  official  at- 
bats.  He  was  especially  fearsome  in  the 
clutch,  with  eighteen  RBI’s.  Dunphy, 
who  started  playing  sandlot  ball  before 
making  his  Little  League  debut  in  third 
grade,  says  of  his  hitting:  “I  wasn’t 
very  good  until  about  my  sophomore 
year.  I’d  done  a lot  of  lifting  and  be- 
came stronger  that  summer.  I just  got 
better.” 

Of  baseball’s  7-9  record,  he  points 
out  that  the  team  “had  several  one- 
run  games.  With  some  more  ex- 
perience we  might  have  been  10-6. 
Guys  like  catcher  John  Moossa 
worked  really  hard  to  improve-  the 
younger  players  started  coming  along 
midway  through  the  season.” 

Dunphy  adds  that  “this  season  has 
been  a lot  of  fun.  Win  or  lose,  we  had 
a good  time.”  Coach  Andrew  Cline 
agrees,  calling  Dunphy  “a  good- 
humored  sort  of  guy.  It  made  for  a 
loose  group,  and  that’s  good  for  a 
baseball  team.” 

What’s  ahead  for  the  WWF  Cham- 
pion of  the  World?  Dunphy  will  at- 
tend Fordham  University  in  the  fall, 
where  he  plans  to  continue  playing 
both  football  and  baseball.

Baseball  Improves  Mediocre  Season 
To  End  With  7-9  Record

This  year.AndoverVarsity  Baseball 
fielded  a young,  fairly  inexperienced 
squad.  Of  seventeen  players,  twelve 
were  underclassmen,  taking  this  into 
account,  the  squad’s  7-9  record  is  mis- 
leading. Under  Coach  Andrew  Cline’s 
command,  the  team  gradually  gelled  as 
a unit.  In  their  final  two  and  a half 
weeks  of  play,  the  Blue  won  four 
games  and  lost  two,  improveng  their 
record  from  a dismal  3-7.  Improve- 
ment also  came  from  the  team’s  youn- 
ger players,  which  bodes  well  for  next 
year. 

The  season  began  badly,  as  the  Blue 
were  blown  out  in  their  first  three  con- 
tests. Andover  dropped  both  ends  of 
a doubleheader,  10-6  and  12-2,  to  open 
the  spring,  then  were  staggered  by 
eventual  league  champions  Cushing 
Academy  20-4. 

Luckily,  things  improved.  Andover 
bounced  back  to  edge  Tilton,  6-5,  with 
fine  pitching  from  starter  Brook  Burke 
and  reliever  Hiroshi  Okamoto.  In  the 
sixth,  with  PA  leading  6-3,  Tilton 
scored  two  runs  and  loaded  the  bases 
with  no  one  out.  Okamoto  got  Tilton’s 
number  three  batsman  to  fly  to  center, 
struck  out  the  clean  up  hitter,  and  then 
retired  the  next  hitter  on  a fly  to  left. 
Out  of  the  jam,  he  preserved  the  vic- 
tory by  allowing  no  hits  in  the  next 
three  innings. 

Next,  Andover  played  two  games  in 
one  day,  first  facing  NMH,  and  then 
going  up  against  Catholic  Memorial. 
Against  NMH,  John  Moosa  starred, 
pitching  seven  innings  and  collecting 
three  hits  for  himself.  Once 
again, .Okamoto  pitched  two  innings 
on  no-hit  ball  to  salt  away  a 9-6  vic- 
tory. Against  CM,  PA,  with  Dave 
Franzosa  on  the  mound,  was  edged 
4-3.  In  their  next  contest,  Brook  Burke 
scatteed  four  hits,  but  came  out  on  the 
losing  end  of  a 2-1  contest  against 
Worcester. 

Exeter,  Take  One 

Andover,  with  their  record  at  2-5, 
travelled  North  to  take  on  Exeter  for 
a doubleheader.  In  the  first  game  they 
came  up  against  Hitchin  Stone,  Ex- 
eter’s star  left-handed  pitcher.  The 
Blue  had  fine  pitching,  but  errors  and 
walks  cost  them  the  game.  Exeter 
scored  their  five  runs  on  only  three 
hits,  but  that  was  enough  to  shut  out 
PA,  5-1.  Andover  came  roaring  back 
with  15-1  romp,  however,  to  salvage 
the  day.  Bryan  Dunphy  and  Captain 
Delius  Shirly  each  homered,  collecting 
8 hits  and  10  RBI’s. 

Having  proved  their  power,  An- 
dover found  themselves  returning  to 
face  the  powerful  Cushing  squad 
which  had  battered  them  early  in  the 
season.  This  time,  the  Blue  did  not 
fare  as  badly.  Okamoto  pitched  fairly 
well,  but  was  overwhelmed  kby  Cush- 
ing’s bats  and  accepted  an  8-2  loss. 

Change  of  Pace 

The  turning  point  for  Andover  came 
on  May  9,  when  they  swept  both 
ganmes  of  a doubleheader  from  Deer- 
field Academy.  Going  into  the  game, 
Coach  Cline  pulled  a lineup  change 
which  improved  the  Blue’s  game. 
Dave  Franzosa  had  been  leading  off, 
with  Shirly  batting  third.  The  two  now 
switched  spots,  allowing  Shirleyfthe 
team’s  stolen  base  leader,  with  1 1 on 


the  year)  a chance  to  run  more.  The 
switch  paid  off.  In  the  two  games, 
Franzosa  went  6 for  6 with  4 RBI’s, 
while  Dunphy  drove  in  three  on  the 
day.  Brook  Burke  pitched  six  strong 
innings  before  giving  way  to  Joe 
Lyons,  who  sealed  the  11-2  victory. 

In  tehsecond  game,  Andover  tri- 
umphed 7-2.  Shirley  set  the  tone  in  his 
first  at  bat,  when  he  husteled  to  strech 
in  a single  into  a double.  Franzosa 
threw  a two  hitter,  while  continuing 
his  hot  hitting,  and  Lower  Andy  Shea 
had  four  hits  in  the  game. 

Andover  ran  their  winning  streak  to 
three  games  by  blasting  Tabor  6-1. 
Okamoto  picked  up  his  first  win(he  al- 
ready had  two  saves),  while  John 
Moosa  supplied  two  hits.  The  Blue, 
with  a chance  to  even  their  record  at 
7-7,  fell  to  Andover  High  by  a score 
of  7-4.  Burke  pitched  five  innings, 
while  Franzosa  finished  the  final  four. 
The  Blue’s  hitting  was  powerful.  They 
recorded  13  hits,  with  Dunphy  racking 
up  three  doubles  and  a single,  but  al- 
so struck  out  seven  times. 

The  Final  Two 

The  Blue  raised  their  record  to  7-8 
against  North  Reading  High,  whom 
they  beat  9-5.  Okamoto  notched  his 
second  victory,  thanks  to  a 6 run  seond 
inning.  In  that  inning,  Joe  Lyons  led 
off  with  a triple.  Then,  with  two  outs, 
Andover  banged  out  six  hits  in  succes- 
sion to  seal  the  game. 

Andover  again  failed  to  eved  its 
record  in  the  final  game  of  the  season, 
a rematch  on  a chilly  day  against  Ex- 
eter. The  Blue  faced  lefty  Hutchins 
Stone  again.  Stone  and  an  Exeter 
reliever  scattered  seven  hits,  and  gave 
up  no  earned  runs  as  Andover  stum- 
bled to  a 5^3  loss.  The  Blue  simply 
could  not  string  their  hits  together,  as 
Burke  took  the  season’s  final  loss. 

Dunphy  Leads  Young  Squad 

Bryan  Dunphy’s  fine  play  at  first 
base  proved  the  glue  for  the  young  in- 
field. Dunphy,  the  sole  senior  in  the 
infield,  provided  both  spirited  leader- 
ship and  careful  glovework.  In  the 
cleanup  spot,  Dunphy  led  the  team 
with  a .434  average.  He  was  an  excel- 
lent clutch  hitter,  driving  in  18  runs 
with  a whopping  .792  slugging  per- 
centage. 

Second  base  was  a question.  Allan 
Reeder  and  Dan  Phelan  divided  the 
chores.  Reeder  hit  .318,  while  Phelan 
came  behind  with  .240  mark. 

Franzosa  had  a great  year,  hitting 
.431  while  doing  an  admirable  jopb  at 
shotstop.  On  the  mound,  he  won  two 
and  lost  two,  with  a 4.22  ERA  in  32 
innings  of  work.  Franzosa,  along  with 
Shirley  and  Dunphy,  was  named  a 
League  All-Star  at  the  end  of  the 
season. 

Third  baseman  came  as  a pleasant 
surprise  to  Coach  Cline.  Mencis  hit 
.161,  but  struck  out  only  three  times 
in  40  trips  to  the  plate.  His  fielding  in 
the  hot  corner  was  unorthodox  but 
steady,  and  Cline  feels  he  will  develop 
into  a fine  ball  player  for  Andover’s 
future. 

Catcher  Moosa  worked  hard  to  im- 
prove his  hitting,  and  finished  at  a .298 
clip.  His  steady  hands  were  a help  to 
Andover’s  pitching,  which  could  be 
wild  at  times  (the  Blue  walked  89  men 
in  119  innings  of  work).  Moossa 


pitched  in  three  games  with  less  en- 
couraging results,  winding  up  with  an 
8.44  ERA. 

The  outfield  was  a strong  area  for 
PA.  In  left,  lower  Andy  Shea  showed 
great  promise,  batting  .312  for  the 
year.  Shea  missed  the  opening  double- 
header  and  fanned  three  times  against 
Cushing  in  Andover’s  20-4  drubbing. 
He  followed  this  shaky  start  by  strik- 
ing out  only  one  more  time  all  year. 

Center  fielder  Delius  Shirley,  the 
squad’s  Captain,  hit  .403,  nothced  a 
.597  slugging  percentage  (second  only 
to  Dunphy),  and  provided  excellent 
speed  in  the  leadoff  spot. 

In  right,  young  Joe  Lyons  struggled 
early  in  the  year,  but  got  hot  near  the 


end  of  the  season.  Lyons  finished  with 
a .229  mark,  but  showed  a fine  arm 
in  right.  Cline  hopes  to  use  Lyons  as 
a pitcher  in  the  future. 

Pitching 

The  pitching  chores  were  mostly 
divided  between  Brook  Burke,  Dave 
Franzosa,  and  Hiroshi  Okamoto. 
Burke  used  a knuckleball,  fastball, 
and  curve,  with  fine  success  (a  2.79 
ERA).  Franzosa’s  ERA  was  a bit 
higher  (4.22),  but  his  quick  release 
fooled  enemy  batters,  capturing  24 
strileouts.  Okamoto  was  the  work- 
horse of  the  staff,  with  34  innings  of 
work  and  two  saves.  Hiroshi  led  the 
team  in  strikeouts  (26)  and  posted  a 
healthy  3.18  ERA.  Joe  Lyons  showed 


promise  as  a pitcher,  working  three 

fine  innings. against  Deerfield. 

Andover  had  depth  in  its  reserve 
players.  Colin  Kcssinger  hit  .286,  tak- 
ing over  at  shortstop  when  Franzosa 
was  on  the  mound,  and  divided  desig- 
nated hitter  duty  with  backup  first 
baseman  John  Slavin  (.167).  Out- 
fielder Tom  Rogers  also  hit  a weak 
.167,  but  showed  good  fielding  and 
line  bascrunning.  David  Jaye  came  to 
the  plate  only  seven  times,  but  has  two 
seasons  to  break  into  the  everyday 
lineup.  Andover  had  two  fine  backup 
catchers  in  Doug  D’Agata  and  Adam 
Wolfe,  a lefty. 

This  was  a young  team  but  a talent- 
ed one.  With  the  exception  of  first 
base  (where  Bryan  Dunphy  will  carry 
his  athletic  talents  to  Fordham),  all  the 
infielders  will  be  returning.  Pitchers 
Burke  and  Franzosa  will  be  back  on 
the  mound,  possibly  along  with  Joe 
Lyons.  Talented  newcomer  Andy  Shea 
will  be  back,  while  several  of  PA’s 
young  reserve  players  should  be  ready 
to  play  every  day  in  1988.

. the  Andover  rowers  were  unable 
jverpower  their  opponents. 


Andover  regained  their  concentration 
and  their  power,  and  surged  back  into 
the  race.  In  the  last  30  strokes,  when 
Simsbury  kicked  into  their 
characteristic  high-powered  final 
sprint,  Andover  dug  deep  and 
unleashed  a dynamic  force  which 
rocketed  them  to  a second  place 
finish,  behind  the  Red  Army. 

The  members  of  the  boat  feel  that 
they  performed  remarkably  well,  con- 
sidering the  absence  of  two  Head  of 
the  Charles  veterans  and  veritable 
powerhouses,  Barry  Crume  and 
James  Browning. 

First  Boat  Flounders 

The  boys’  first  boat  was  the  next  on 
the  water.  Ebellient  with  enmity 
towards  the  overly  aggressive  Exeter 
rowers,  the  first  boat  had  a weak 
start,  giving  Exeter  the  opportunity  to 
take  an  early  lead.  Oozing  adrenalin, 
the  crew  settled  to  an  alarmingly  fast 
35  strokes  per  minute,  a cadence 
which  some  felt  was  beyond  the 
crew’s  present  capabilities. 

The  first  boat  maintained  a second 
place  position,  until  the  1000  meter 
mark,  when  lactic-acid  induced  pain 
descended  upon  them,  whilst  the 
Simsbury  boat  was  catapulted  past  by 
an  extreme  effort  during  their  final 
sprint.  Andover  finished  a 
disheartening  third.  Quoth  an  in- 
terested observer,  “The  Simsbury 
boat  looked  like  it  was  about  to  pop  a 
wheelie.” 

JV:  Mixed  Reviews 

The  JV  crew  race  had  its  good  and 
bad  points.  On  the  one  hand,  An- 
dover decimated  an  inferior  Exeter 
boat.  On  the  other,  they  finished 
third.  Lead  by  the  lower  prodigy- 
stroke,  Matt  “the  Kid”  Patrick,  and 
coxed  by  the  lovely  and  talented  Chris 
Olivetti , the  boat  shows  serious  poten- 
tial. . 

With  an  abundance  of  size  and 
skill,  this  boat  is  expecting  to  perform 
well  at  Interschols.

two  of  the  faster  crews  in  the  league. 
All  they  needed  now  was  a good  win 
before  Interschols.  So  with  this  in 
mind,  the  boat,  led  by  returning  first 
boat  members  Carter  Hood,  Andy 
Bowman,  and  Travis  Metz,  went  to 
the  line  with  a fast  NMH  crew. 

Since  the  course  had  a bend  in  it, 
and  since  the  Andover  crew  was  in  the 
outside  lane,  the  start  was  staggered  to 
give  Andover  a 3 seat  lead.  It  was  a 
lead  they  would  never  relinquish.  Af- 
ter the  start,  the  boats  rowed  evenly 
for  about  300  meters  of  the  1500  meter 
race,  with  Andover  holding  a 4 seat 
advantage.  At  this  point  NMH  took  a 
move  and  pulled  back  a seat.  Cox- 
swain Metz,  seeing  the  move,  called 
for  an  Andover  power  ten  to  counter 
NMH.  The  crew  responded  with  a 
burst  of  speed  that  pushed  Andover  to 
an  8 seat  lead. 

It  was  at  this  point  that  the  crews  en- 
tered the  turn.  Since  the  NMH  crew 
had  the  inside  of  the  turn,  the  Andover 
crew  knew  it  had  to  hold  its  lead.  As 
the  stroke  rating  came  up  Andover 
surged  and  came  out  of  the  turn  with 
a four  seat  lead.  Andover,  sensing  vic- 
tory fof  the  first  time  this  season, 
broke  NMH’s  back  with  a power  10 
that  put  them  a boat  length  up.  With 
victory  in  their  grasp,  the  boat  sprint- 
ed hard  to  maintain  its  lead,  crossing 
the  finish  line  to  end  the  racing  day 
with  a much  needed,  well-deserved  vic- 
tory. 

The  Andover  second  boat  had  much 
the  same  story  as  the  first  boat.  After 
an  encouraging  first  race,  they  fell  off 
the  pace  a bit  in  their  next  two  races. 
They,  like  first  boat,  underwent  huge 
changes  in  line-up.  Even  with  such  var- 
iety, they  performed  admirably  under 
pressure  to  nose  out  Tabor  while  los- 
ing to  Exeter.  It  would  have  been 
easy  for  them  to  give  up  on  the  sea- 
son, but  they  didn’t.  They  were  duly 
rewarded  on  Saturday. 

Because  they  had  the  inside  lane, 
they  began  down  on  the  the  start. 
[Their  philosophy,  though,  was  to  get 
ahead  quickly  and  make  Northfield 
pay  early  in  the  race.  The  strategy 
orked.  By  the  time  they  entered  the 
urn,  the  second  boat  had  rowed 
traight  through  NMH.  Leaving  the 
urn  with  a comfortable  lead,  they 


continued  putting  open  water  between 
themselves  and  NMH,  crossing  the  line 
3 lengths  ahead  of  their  opponents. 
Again,  a well-rowed  race  resulted  in  a 
needed  victory  for  the  quickly  improv- 
ing second  boat. 

The  saga  of  the  JV  third  boat  was 
much  the  same,  although  they  did  not 
undergo  as  complete  line-up  changes 
as  the  Varsity  did.  Throughout  the 
season,  the  crew  had  speed,  but  their 
opponents  also  did.  Andover  often 
came  up  short.  But  this  race  brought 
things  togeter  for  the  crew.  They  went 
out  and  rowed  their  race,  and  like  se- 
cond boat,  had  it  won  by  the  turn.

)at  rightfully  deserved. 

The  proof  of  this  comes  from  the - 
let  that  even  though  St.  Paul’s  was 
roking  the  Blues’  Girl’s  first  by 
jSPM,  the  mighty  Blue  still  crossed 
finish  line  only  a length  and  a half 
their  opponents.

In  the  final  stretch,  all  eight 
oarswomen  sprinted  at  35  SPM  for 
thirty  strokes  to  finish  a full  length 
ahead  of  St.  Paul’s.  Louisa  Edgerly, 
rowing  fourth  seat,  enthusiastically 
said,  “ Jean  was  awesome!  ” Jean 
calmly  replied,  “ We  had  to  earn 
every  inch  we  gained  on  them,  and 
I’m  proud  of  our  boat.” 

Third  Boat  Hexed 

Rowing  in  girl’s  second  shell,  third 
boat  had  trouble  with  their  six  seat 
before  the  race  even  started.  Despite  a 
good  start,  St.  Paul’s  settled  six  seats 
ahead.  But  coxswain  Lee  Webster 
quickly  pulled  a ten  and  closed  the 
gap  to  three  seats.  Before  the  boats 
reached  the  500  meter  mark,  the  first 
third  of  the  race,  Blair  Foster’s  seat, 
the  hexed  six  seat,  broke.  All  seemed 
lost,  but  the  stern  pair  of  Rebecca 
Backus  and  Carolyn  Luther  kept  their 
cool  and  continued  to  plow  through 
the  water  in  perfect  unison.  Rowing 
with  only  seven  oarswomen,  the 
Blue’s  third  boat  finished  only  eight 
seats  behind  St.  Pauls.  Luther,  seven 
seat,  calmly  and  knowingly  announc- 
ed after  the  race,  ‘‘We  would’ve 
won!” 

Fourth  Boat’s  First  Race 

Fourth  boat’s  race  started  the  day 


for  the  whole  crew  program.  Coxs- 
wain, Jamie  Eguro,  brought  her  boat 
up  to  the  starting  line.  Rowing  six 
seat,  Cindy  Greene  caught  a crab 
after  the  fifth  stroke  of  the  start.  By 
the  time  the  Blue  settled,  St.  Paul’s 
was  a length  and  a half  ahead.  Stroke 
Miranda  Staveley  kept  calm  and 
fourth  boat  continued  to  edge  up  on 
St.  Paul’s. 

With  500  meters  to  go  Andover 
pulled  ahead  by  four  seats.  Then  Liz 
Sevcenko,  rowing  three,  caught  a 
monster  crab  on  a wake.  She  quickly 
regained  her  composure  but  the 
mighty  Blue  was  only  a seat  ahead  by 
this  time.  All  eight  oarswomen  and 
coxswain  weren’t  content  with  a seat 
so  they  pulled  together  to  finish  seven 
seats  ahead  of  St.  Paul’s.  Senior 
Greene  commented,  ‘‘It’s  a miracle 
we  finished.”  But  finish  they  did,  and 
in  victory. 

This  race  marked  the  half  way 
point  for  the  season.  The  records  now 
stand  as  1-0,  0-2,  2-1,  and  1-2  for 
girl’s  fourth,  third,  second,  and  first 
boat  respectively.  The  girl’s  program 
also  acquired  a new  boat,  a white 
Vespoli,  named  ‘‘Spirit  of  86.” 
Under  Varsity  Coach  Moss,  and 
Peter  Bach,  JV  coach,  the  Andover 
girls’  crew  program  has  already  prov- 
ed its  mettle  and  continues  to  show 
promise.

Once  we  arrive  at  Worcester,  we 
:h  Boys’  third  boat  qualify  in  their 


heat.  Then  we  have  work  to  do.  Our 
boat  must  be  taken  down  from  the  rig 
and  all  the  seats  and  riggers  must  be 
put  on  to  the  boat.  Once  we  get  the 
boat  rigged  we  can  see  Girls’  second 
in  their  heat.  They  come  in  first  place. 
We  are  all  psyched  up. 

Before  we  start  the  short  walk  down 
to  the  water,  Girl’s  first  boat  has  its 
boat  meeting.  We  are  all  nervous.  Af- 
ter an  eternity  I shout  out,  ’’Lay 
hold!”  The  short  walk  down  to  the 
water  seems  to  last  forever.  Now  we 
must  wade  into  the  water  before  we 
can  set  the  boat  down.  Once  all  the 
oars  are  in  the  oarlocks  the  starboard 
oarswomen  climb  in  first.  Then  the 
ports  climb  in.  Margaret(bow)  and  I 
are  the  last  to  get  in.  With  a big  cheer 
from  the  crowd  on  shore  Han- 
nan(stroke)  takes  the  first  stroke.  Once 
out  of  earshot  we  tie  in  and  begin  our 
warm  up.  The  course  is  a coxswain’s 
nightmare.  I am  afraid  to  think  of  how 
close  I came  to  steering  the  boat  into 
other  boats  as  we  warmed  up.  After 
backing  the  boat  into  the  starting 
docks  it  seems  forever  before  the  start- 
ing official  finally  counts  down, 
”5-4-3-2-l-Are  you  ready?-Go!”  We 
have  an  excellent  start.  Kent  is  in  first 
place.  We  are  only  2 seats  behind. 
There  are  two  heats  with  three  boats 
qualifying  from  each  heat.  By  the  time 
we  get  to  the  first  500  meter  mark  we 
are  still  in  second  place  with  Exeter 
close  by.  At  the  1000  Meter  mark,  with 
500  meters  to  go,  Kent  is  in  the  lead 
by  a length  and  Exeter  has  taken  two 
seats  on  us.  We  are  now  in  third  place. 
That  is  all  we  want  for  now. 

Tabor  is  3 seats  behind  us,  but  gain- 
ing on  us.  I call  the  sprint.  After  a lit- 
tle more  than  five  minutes  since  we 
started,  we  cross  the  finish  line.  It  was 
very  close.  Kent  first,  Exeter  second, 
but  was  it  Tabor  or  us  in  third?  The 
race  officials  yell,  ’’Andover 
....fourth.”  The  exhausted  boat  is  full 
of  cries  and  sobs.  I try  to  think  of 
something  comforting  to  say,  but  to 
my  surprise,  I am  also  shedding  tears. 
’’Why?”  I say  to  myself.  ’’Life  is  not 
fair,  but  why?”  We  beat  Exeter  twice 
and  Tabor  once  before  in  our  season. 
The  row  back  to  shore  is  like  a jour- 
ney across  a desert  on  barefoot. 

Once  we  lift  the  heavy  boat  out  of 
the  water  and  put  it  on  slings,  we  give 
each  other  monster  hugs  and  try  to  dry 
our  tears  on  each  other’s  shoulders. 
Stephanie(four  seat)  says  it  was  her 


fault.  Ail  of  a sudden  I realize  that 
everyone  is  blaming  the  race  on  them- 
selves, including  me.  It  is  not  one  per- 
son’s fault.  Sonething  just  didn’t  click. 
We  quickly  have  a boat  meeting  and 
clear  up  this  matter.  Humiliating  as  it 
is,  we  agree  to  avenge  ourselves  in  the 
petit-finals,  a race  between  the  boats 
who  did  not  qualify  in  their  heat. 
Meanwhile,  Girls’  third  has  come  in 
second  place.  They  have  done  an  out- 
standing job,  with  only  a few  seats  be- 
hind first  place  When  we  go  back  on 
the  water  we  win  out  final  with  a 
twenty  second  spread  with  the  nexzt 
boat  behind  us.  At  least  now  the  boat 
can  be  christened  with  some  dignity. 

The  christening  of  the  ’’Spirit  of 
’86”  is  an  awesome  affair.  Most  of  our 
hurt  prides  are  now  intoxicated  with 
the  sight  of  champagne  dripping  from 
the  bow  deck  of  th  boat.  We  look  at 
each  other  and  give  embraces  in  the 
spirit  of  out  strong  friendships.  I feel 
something  swell  up  in  my  heart.  I can 
not  define  it  yet.  Then  I see  Sashaftwo 
seat).  Now  I define  that  feeling:  love. 
What  I feel  is  the  love  for  the  boat, 
love  for  my  oarswomen,  love  of  rmy 
coach,  love  for  all  my  crew  friends, 
and  love  for  this  sport  we  call  crew. 

We  watch  the  rest  of  the  races. 
Boys’  second  has  a mediocre  race. 
Girls’  second  also  has  a seat  problem. 
They  honestly  looked  like  they  would 
have  taken  first  place  otherwise.  Boys’ 
first  boat  comes  in  an  awesome  third 
place.  By  this  time  we  habe  already  un- 
rigged and  placed  our  boat  on  the  rig. 
As  a final  gesture,  there  are  flowers 
taped  on  the  boat’s  hull.  Most  of  us 
are  still  sad  about  not  making  the  fi- 
nals, but  nothing  can  change  the 
strong  emotions  we  felt  towards  each 
other  earlier  this  afternoon.  In  a few 
days  we  should  all  feel  fine  and  the 
sorrow  of  not  winning  will  have  left, 
but  never  the  spirit  we  share.  The  spirit 
that  makes  us  a boat  unique  from  all 
others.  There  will  always  be  boats  in 
the  Andover  Girls’  crew  program,  but 
there  will  never  be  another  1986-87 
Girls’  first  boat.  Just  like  there  will 
never  be  another  Girls’  second  boat 
like  this  year’s  and  the  same  for  third 
boat  and  all  the  other  ones. 

I was  privileged  to  have  had  shared 
the  experience  with  nine  special  oars- 
women: Margaret,  Sasha,  Tiffany, 
Stephanie,  Robin,  Antonia,  Ruth, 
Hannah,  and  Laura.  I leave  with  no 
regrets.

Cycling  Shines  At  Milton

The 
owever,  was  even  better  than 
Derek  Williams  and  Henry 
had  hoped  for:  one  individual 
d team  victories  in  all  three 

riders  began  the  Men’s  A 


race,  which  consisted  of  20  laps 
around  a 1 .6  mile  course,  a total  of  32 
miles.  Before  six  laps  had  even  been 
completed,  however,  chances  of  a 
Blue  victory  seemed  far  from  assured; 
Captain  Anselm  Fusco  had  been  forc- 
ed to  drop  out  with  mechanical  dif- 
ficulties, a breakaway  by  Jacob 
Meunier  had  failed,  and  a second 
breakaway,  lead  by  two  riders  from 
opposing  schools,  had  succeeded  in 
gaining  nearly  20  seconds  on  the 
pack.  Then,  with  twelve  miles  re- 
maining, Meunier  attempted  another 
break,  taking  with  him  four  riders, 
including  teammate  Keil  Decker.  The 
ftvesome  swiftly  closed  the  gap  on  the 
struggling  lead  riders,  while  at  the 
same  time  distancing  themselves  from 
the  pack.  Reaching  speeds  of  over  30 
miles  per  hour,  Meunier’s  breakaway 
group  built  up  a comfortable  lead  of 
a minute  and  a half.  In  the  final 
sprint.  Decker  finished  4th,  with 
Meunier  close  behind  at  6th.  Simon 
maintained  a firm  control  over  the 
pack  and  placed  10th. 

The  21-mile  Women’s  race  was  so 
spectacular  as  to  be  uneventful.  The 
unbeatable  Andover  trio,  Julie 
Gilbert(captain),  Lisel  Goetze,  and 
Jennifer  Thomson,  together  with  a 
rider  from  Northfield-Mt.Hermon, 
broke  away  from  the  pack  on  the 
third  lap,  never  to  be  overtaken. 
Julie  Gilbert  won  the  final  sprint 
ahead  of  the  NMH  rider,  leaving 
r,nP and  Thomson  to  tie  for  third. 


The  19-mile  Men’s  B race  saw  not 
only  the  largest  field  of  riders,  but  the 
only  crashes  of  the  day  as  well.  On 
the  second  lap,  Blue  rider  Tom 
Hughes,  after  a brief  attempt  to 
model  as  a hood  ornament  on  a ’73 
Plymoth,  was  forced  to  restart.  He 
time  trialed  valiantly  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  race,  but  was  not  able 
to  catch  the  main  pack.  Tyler  Merson 
waited  until  the  final  corner  of  the 
final  lap  before  crashing,  at  which 
time  another  rider’s  wheel  introduced 
itself  to  his  front  wheel.  Early  in  the 
race,  however,  a 17-member 
breakaway  group,  seeking  to  avoid 
the  confusion  behind  them,  distanced 
themselves  from  the  rest  of  the  pack. 
In  the  break  were  three  Andover 
riders:  Bruce  Vrooman,  Alec  Decker, 
and  Ian  McCarthy.  The  Andover 
riders  kept  up  the  fast  pace  in  an  ef- 
fort to  shake  weaker  riders  from  their 
group,  and,  with  two  laps  remaining 
before  the  finish,  McCarthy  attemp- 
ted a second  break  off  the  front.  He 
was  overtaken,  but  finished  a strong 
10th.  The  hero  of  the  race  became 
Decker,  who,  having  been  forced  to 
exchange  bikes  partway  through  the 
race  due  to  mechanical  difficulties, 
then  to  time  trial  to  catch  the  pack, 
sprinted  a second  place  finish. 
Vrooman,  only  bike  lengths  behind, 
took  4th.  Christopher  Peck  also  put 
in  a strong  performance,  finishing 
20th  in  a field  of  56  riders  after 
crashing  on  the  second  lap.

Women  First,  Men  Second  In 

Cycling

While  winding  back  roads  of  New 
Hampshire  present  the  ideal  location 
for  a bicycle  race,  a largely  uninspired 
field  of  riders  made  last  week’s  race 
slow  and  predictable.  Over  100  riders 
from  12  schools  competed  in  the  25 
mile  event,  held  April  15  near  New 
Hampton  Academy.  As  customary, 
three  separate  races  were  held  for 
A’s,  B’s,  and  Women.  In  the  first  two 
divisions,  Andover  fell  short  of  last 
week’s  impressive  team  wins,  settling 
for  second  place  in  both  races.  It  was 
left  to  the  talented  female  trio,  Jen- 
nifer Thomson,  Lisel  Goetze,  and 
Julie  Gilbert,  to  secure  for  Andover 
one  individual  and  a team  win  by 
demolishing  all  competition. 

Fusco  Dashes,  Simon  Crashes 

The  40-member  *A‘  pack  remained 
together  throughout  virtually  the  en- 
tire race,  with  only  a dozen  or  so  of 
the  weakest  riders  dropping  back. 
The  much  publicized  hill,  The  Wall, 
proved  much  too  short  to  allow  a 
group  of  breakaway  riders  to 
develop.  Andover’s  famous  hill 
climber,  Keil  “Demon”  Decker,  ped- 
dled easily  in  the  saddle.  Just  past  the 
15  mile  mark,  with  the  pack  remain- 
ing bunched  together  and  growing 
lethargic  in  the  afternoon  sun,  An- 
dover captain  Anselm  Fusco  attemp- 
ted a solo  time  trial  off  the  front.  Stir- 
ring from  his  lethargy,  Jacob 
Meunier  made  an  effort  to  follow, 
but  was  unable  to  escape  the  pack. 
For  nearly  two  miles,  Fusco  pushed 
on,  first  distancing  himself  from  the 
other  riders  by  several  hundred  yards, 
then  finally  allowing  himself  to  be  ab- 
sorbed into  the  pack. 

In  the  final  sprint,  two  Holderness 
riders  placed  first  and  third,  insuring 
that  school  both  an  individual  and 
team  victory.  Decker  finished  a 
strong  fourth,  with  Fusco  and  Erik 
Ramberg  close  behind  in  sixth. 
Meunier  managed  twelfth,  while 
Todd  Brussel  finished  several  seconds 
behind!  Nick  Simon,  who  had 
managed  to  escape  a punctured  tire 
throughout  the  entire  race,  chose  in- 
stead to  destroy  the  wheei  itself,  in  a 
crash  with  several  other  riders  only 


yards  before  the  finish  line.  His  rim 
snapped  spectacularly  into  four 
pieces,  but  Simon  and  his  tire  were 
unharmed. 

Andover  Amazons 

In  an  uneventful  Women’s  race, 
the  Andover  team  broke  away  early, 
quickly  distancing  themselves  from 
the  other  riders.  Thomson  won  the 
final  sprint,  leaving  Goetze  and  team 
captain  Gilbert  to  take  second  and 
third  place,  respectively.  The  race 
marked  the  eleventh  straight  win  for 
the  Andover  women’s  team  but  the  f 
irst  three-place  sweep.  The  “B”  race, 
too,  suffered  from  the  same  slow 
pace  that  characterized  the  “A”  race. 
This  time,  however,  Andover  took 
advantage  of  the  situation  by  forming 
a breakaway  group  which  quickly 
outdistanced  the  pack.  Among  this 
inspired  nine-member  group  were  all 
five  Blue  riders:  Alec  Decker,  Tom 
Hughes,  Ian  McCarthy,  Tyler  Mer- 
son,  and  Christopher  Peck.  For  a 
while,  the  race  seemed  already  won, 
but  then  four  more  riders  caught  the 
group.  While  Andover  still  held  the 
majority,  the  strong  Holderness  team 
had  forced  its  way  into  contention 
with  three  riders  of  its  o»vn.  At  the 
top  of  a short  hill,  McCarthy  lost  the 
group  when  he  was  forced  to  stop  to 
fix  a slipped  chain.  Time  trialing 
alone  for  the  rest  of  the  race,  he  was 
able  to  keep  the  breakaway  in  sight 
but  could  not  link  up.  Again  a strong! 
Holderness  rider  won  the  race,  withl 
Alec  Decker  close  behind  at  third  and  I

tied  for  ninth  place,  but  were  unable  I 
to  outsprint  the  other  two  members  I 
of  the  Holderness  team,  whose  seven!

Crash  Causes  Defeat 
For  Cycling  At  NMH 

By  JACOB  MEUNIER 


“Cheer  up,”  advised  poet 
Philander  Johnson,  “the  worst  is  yet 
to  come.”  Such  sentiment,  although 
ominous,  would  have  been  accurate 
consolation  for  Andover’s  top  rider, 
Keil  Decker,  only  a week  ago.  On 
April  30,  he  was  injured  while  on  a 
.routine  training  ride  and  was  forced 
to  spend  the  next  two  days  off  the 
bike.  For  Decker,  the  accident, 
though  painful  at  the  time,  was  only  a 
minor  setback  to  what  was  promising 
to  be  a spectacular  season. 

Demon  Decker 

Decker  had  distinguished  himself 
in  a four  mile  time  trial  during  tryouts 
earlier  this  season  by  setting  a course 
record  of  10  minutes,  42  seconds, 
thrashing  the  previous  year’s  record 
of  11:07.  He  then  went  on  to  place 
fourth  at  the  first  two  races  of  the 
season,  earning  himself  the  nickname 
“Demon.”  He  had  hesitated  and 
then,  his  team  demanding  an  encore, 
finished  first  at  the  Vermont 
Academy  road  race  on  April  26.  The 
mishap  four  days  later,  a quick 
recovery  and  — last  Sunday  at 
Norhtfield  Mount  Hermon,  An- 
dover’s house  of  cards  collapsed  in  a 
crash  which  left  Decker  briefly 
hospitalized  and  has  suspended  his 
season  by  as  many  as  ten  days. 

It  is  ironic  that  Decker  and  the  rest 
of  the  Andover  team  should  have 
such  a frustrating  and  disappointing 
day  at  NMH  criterium,  a race  at 
which  Andover  has  won  numerous  in- 
dividual and  team  victories.  This  year 
the  Blue  was  plagued  by  both 
mechanical  failures  and  crashes,  the 
latter  precipitated  by  a shatp, 
downhill  turn  which  “A”  riders 
rounded  30  times,  the  “B’s”  20,  and 
the  women  16.  The  130  degree  corner 
claimed  Decker  as  well  as  Nicholos 


Simon  ( who  sustained  no  damage  to 
his  wheel  or  tire  on  this  occasion  ). 
When  the  team  had  settled  down  to 
racing,  Captain  Anselm  Fusco  found 
himself  at  the  front  of  the  pack  where 
he  helped  maintain  a blistering  pace 
that  forced  nearly  two  dozen  of  the  45 
riders  that  had  begun  the  race  to  drop 
out  from  exhaustion.  In  the  final 
sprint,  Fusco  finished  a strong  third, 
with  Erik  Ramberg  and  Todd  Brussel 
close  behind  at  the  fifth  and  ninth, 
respectively.  Jacob  Meunier  also  rode 
well  for  the  Blue. 

On  the  first  lap  of  the  of  the  Brace, 
the  large  field  of  riders  split  into  two 
packs,  leaving  four  of  the  five  An- 
dover riders  unavoidably  detained  in 
the  second  pack.  Only  Alec  Decker 
found  himself  near  the  front,  but  was 
soon  floored  due  to  mechanical  pro- 
blems. From  the  second  pack,  Tyler 
Merson  was  also  forced  to  withdraw, 
leaving  Ian  McCarthy,  Christopher 
Peck,  and  Tom  Hughes  to  finish  the 
16  mile  race.  McCarthy  edged  out 
Hughes  in  the  final  sprint,  and  the 
two  finished  10th,  12th  respectively. 
Peck,  misinformed  by  an  enemy 
coach,  sprinted  one  lap  too  soon,  but 
nevertheless  mustered  the  energy 
sprint  again,  finishing  13th. 

Gilbert  Takes  Halfway  Prime 

In  the  Women’s  race,  the  pack  of 
riders  split  up  early  into  two  several 
small  chase  groups.  Captain  Julie 
Gilbert  and  an  NMH  rider,  the 
“chasees”  held  off  Lisel  Goetze  and  a 
Vermont  Academy  cyclist  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  race.  Both  Gilbert  and 
Goetze  were  outsprintea  by  their  op- 
ponents at  the  finish  line,  and  settled 
for  second  and  fourth  places.  Gilbert, 
nonetheless,  won  the  coveted  halfway 
prime  (pronounced  preeme)  a bottle 
of  maple  syrup.

Cycling  Team  Sweeps  Race 

Fusco,  A.  Decker  Wheel  in  First  Place  Finishes

On  Sunday,  May  10,  the  Andover 
Cycling  team  traveled  to  the  corner  of 
Phillips  Street  and  Old  Campus  Road 
or  its  final  criterium  of  the  season  be- 
ore  Interschols.  Three  and  a half 
,hort  hours  were  all  that  it  took  for  the 
Blue  to  demolish  its  competition  and 
to  snatch  two  individual  victories  and 
all  four  team  victories,  causing  Coach 
Derek  Williams  to  proclaim  proudly, 
“Ah’m  real  happy  with  the  team’s 
pahformance.”  Added  Assistant 
Coach  Henry  Wilmer,  “They  done 
good.” 

The  day  at  the  races  began  with  an 
indivual  prologue  time  trial.  Two  “A” 
riders  were  chosen  from  each  of  the 
seven  participating  schools  to  race 
around  a 1.3  mile  horseshoe  which  be- 
gan at  the  top  of  School  Street  and 
ended  at  the  top  of  Philllips  S'..eet. 
The  course,  which  contained  both  a 
long  downhill  and  a long  uphill,  as 
well  as  a flat  stretch  on  Central  Street, 
differed  from  the  course  which  all  the 
racers  would  later  ride,  in  that  Old 
Campus  Road  was  omitted. 

Fusco  Blazes  to  Victory 

Riding  for  Andover  were  team  Cap- 
tain Anselm  Fusco  and  Jacob  Meuni- 
er, who  placed  times  of  2:51  an  2:57, 
respectively.  Fusco,  who  averaged  a 
blazing  27.3  miles  per  hour,  won  the 
event,  while  Meunier  took  third.  Se- 
cond place  went  to  Milton  Academy’s 
Adam  Wolfberg,  a rider  who  in  the 
past  has  competed  at  the  national  lev- 
el. The  times  of  each  school’s  two 
riders  were  them  combined  to  deter- 


mine a team  victory;  this  also  went  to 
Andover. 

Nearly  40  riders  rook  part  in  the  15 
lap  “B”  race,  which  began  soon  after 
the  completion  of  the  time  trial. 
Despite  repeated  breakaway  attempts 
by  Andover  riders  Alec  Decker,  Tom 
Hughes,  and  Chris  Peck,  the  pack  re- 
mained bunched  together  until  the  fi- 
nal sprint.  For  a few  individual  riders, 
and  groups  of  two  or  three,  fatigue  set 
in  early,  in  part  because  of  the  quick 
pace  setter  by  the  leaders  and  also  the 
result  of  the  hot  weather,  for  which 
riders  were  unprepared  So  early  in  the 
season.  By  the  end  of  the  race,  only 
a few  dozen  riders  were  left  to  sprint 
up  Phillips  Street. 

Despite  his  earlier  effort  to  break 
off  the  front,  Decker  appeared  tireless 
as  he  raced  for  the  finish  line,  reach- 
ing it  first  with  his  hands  raised  above 
his  head  in  traditional  victory  salute. 
Peck’s  strength  seemed  equally  un- 
flagging, as  he  crossed  the  line  in 
fourth  place.  Tyler  Merson  finished 
third  for  Andover  in  seventh  place 
overall,  clinching  the  team  win. 
Hughes  and  Ian  McCarthy,  the  fifth 
Andover  rider,  both  finished  near  the 
front  of  the  pack. 

Women  Take  All  But  First 

In  the  12  lap  Women’s  race,  the 
Andover  trio  Lisel  Goetze,  Jennifer 
Thomson,  and  Captain  Julie  Gilbert 
struggled  against  a tough 
Northfield-Mount  Hermon  opponent. 
The  four  formed  a breakaway  early  in 
the  race  and  succeeded  in  putting 
several  minutes  between  themselves 
and  the  pack.  Goetze  and  Thomson, 
however,  were  unable  to  hold  out  af- 
ter repeated  trips  up  the  Phillips  Street 
hill,  and  dropped  several  seconds  be- 
hind. In  the  final  sprint,  the  NMH 
rider  easily  outdistanced  Gilbert,  who 
was  forced  to  settle  for  second.  Goetze 
and  Thomson  finished  third  and 
fourth,  respectively,  giving  Andover 
the  third  team  win  of  the  afternoon. 

The  25-mile  Men’s  “A”  race  began 
with  a new  and  unusual  twist  to  it, 
conceived  by  the  race  organizers. 
Coaches  Williams  and  Wilmer.  In- 
stead of  a mass  start,  each  team  left 
the  line  seperately,  based  on  the  results 
of  the  time  trial  earhV  that  afternoon. 


The  team  whose  two  riders  had  post- 
ed the  fastest  combined  time  was  al- 
lowed to  start  first,  with  the  other 
teams  “seeded”  at  15  second  intervals 
behind. 

Thanks  to  Fusco  and  Meunier,  it 
was  Andover’s  privilege/affliction  to 
start  first,  with  the  other  six  teams  pur- 
suing. For  the  first  two  laps,  the  five 
Blue  riders  worked  closely,  attempting 
to  gain  as  much  as  possible  while  the 
teams  behind  coalesced  into  a chase 
pack.  On  the  second  and  third  attacks 
on  the  Phillips  Street  hill,  Andover’s 
five  was  reduced  to  three  as  Todd 
Brussel,  then  Nick  Simon,  faltered  and 
dropped  back  to  ride  with  the  pursu- 
ing teams.  This  was  not  a tactical  er- 
ror, however,  for  by  “blocking”  at  the 
front  of  the  pack,  Brussel  and  Simon 
were  able  to  slow  down  the  chasers 
while  at  the  same  time  saving  energy 
for  later  in  the  race. 

Meanwhile,  the  three  Andover 
riders  in  front,  Fusco,  Meunier,  and 
Erik  Ramberg,  could  now  truly  call 
themselves  a breakaway,  for  they  be- 
gan to  gain  a lead  larger  than  15  se- 
conds on  the  pack.  By  the  eighth  lap, 
their  lead  was  up  to  an  amazing  one 
minute.  On  the  ninth  lap,  however, 
Meunier  and  Ramberg  began  to  falter 
in  the  heat.  At  the  top  of  the  hill,  the 
two  struggled  around  the  corner  onto 
Old  Campus  Road,  while  Fusco  coast- 
ed down  the  backstretch  with  his 
hands  on  his  hips,  looking  impatient- 
ly over  his  shoulder  for  an  explanation 
from  his  deserting  teammates.  On  the 
tenth  lap  Meunier  fell  back  to  join  the 
pack,  and  later  withdrew  from  the 
race.  Fusco,  unyielding,  followed  by 
a tiring  Ramberg,  pushed  on  but  the 
two  were  absorbed  by  the  other  riders 
on  the  12th  lap. 

The  pack  remained  together  until 
the  20th  and  final  assault  on  Phillips 
Street.  Fusco  lead  up  the  hill  and 
sprinted  for  the  line,  his  12  laps  spent 
leading  the  breakaway  forgotten.  He 
lost  by  inches  to  Wolfsberg.  Simon 
Placed  6th  with  Brussel  close  behind 
at  7th.  Ramberg  also  managed  to  fin- 
ish with  the  pack,  and  Andover  se- 
cured its  fourth  and  final  team  victory 
of  the  day. 


Anselm  Fusco 


With  his  long  jet-black  hair  stream- 
ing, his  flourescent  high-tops  pumping 
furiously,  the  devilishly  handsome  An- 
selm Fusco  whizzes  by  a group  of  Na- 
than Hale  Juniors,  causing  them  to 
swoon  shamelessly.  Fortunately,  Fus- 
co has  channeled  his  libido  into  the' 
Cycling  Team,  and  as  their  captain  has 
brought  manv  a virtorv  to  PA  The 


Phillipiansa\ules  his  prowess  on  the 
Cycling  team  as  an  Athlete  of  the 
Term 

Fusco  himself  is  uncertain  why  he 
has  excelled  at  cycling,  considereing  he 
shows  up  “fat  and  out  of  shape”  at 
the  beginning  of  each  season.  Fusco’s 
logic  is  that  “the  faster  you  ride,  the 


sooner  it’s  over,”  so  he  propells  him- 
self to  victory  to  avoid  prolonging  the 
suffering. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  secrets  of  his 
success  is  his  bike.  “My  big  claim  to 
fame  is  that  my  bike  is  19  years  old,” 
Fusco  boasted.  (Senior  Steve  Double- 
day, a close  friend  of  Fusco’s,  ex- 
pressed surprise  at  this  statement, 
leading  one  to  believe  that  either  Fus- 
co lied  about  his  bike,  or  else  has  other 
claims  to  fame). 

The  high  point  of  Fusco’s  season 
occurred  at  the  May  9 home  race,  in 
which  Fusco  won  the  time  trial,  aver- 
aging 27.3  mph  to  defeat  Milton’s 
Adam  Wolfberg,  who  competes  on  a 
national  level.  Fusco  placed  second  in 
the  25-mile  Men’s  ”A”  Race,  losing 
by  inches  to  Wolfberg. 

Fusco  plans  to  attend  Columbia 
University  next  fall,  and  is  uncertain 
whether  his  cycling  career  will  con- 
tinue. No  doubt  he  will  find  other 
areas  to  channel  his  energies  into.  But 
Doubleday  does  not  think  so,  for  he 
insists  that  Fusco  does  cycling“be- 
cause  he  stinks  at  everything  else.”

In  the  golf  team’s  first  match  of  the 
season,  they  defeated  Exeter  and 
Governor  Dummer  at  the  challenging 
golf  course,  Green  Meadows.

Barring  disaster  against  Exeter  on 
Saturday  the  23rd,  the  Andover  Boys’ 
Varsity  Lacrosse  team  will  finish  the 
season  with  a perfect  1 1-0  record  and 
its  second  league  title  in  as  many  years. 
In  its  home  finale  Saturday,  May  16, 
Andover  defeated  Cushing  Academy 
22-5  and  followed  the  victory  with  an 
important  14-5  league  win  over 
Pinkerton.  Both  wins  set  the  stage  for 
the  Exeter  game  Saturday,  May  23,  as 
the  Blue  can  wrap  up  its  first  undefeat- 
ed season  since  1965.

After  a week  and  a half  of  nasty, 
practice  weather  in  the 
claustrophobic  Cage,  Boys  track  got 
their  season  underway  at  home 
against  NAPS  and  Deerfield,  taking  a 
strong  second  place  in  the  team  com- 
petition. NAPS  ran  away  with  the 
meet  with  89  points,  while  the  Blue 
avenged  last  year’s  loss  to  the  evil 
green,  scoring  51  points  to  their  43. 

Because  of  the  rain  during  the 
week,  the  usual  first  week  time-trials 
were  cancelled  and  so,  according  to 
Head  Coach  John  Strudwick,  the 
meet  was  “more  like  a time  trial.”

The  beginning  of  the  year  had  its

Marla  Milkowski

If  you  were  asked  who  was  the 
most  recent  athlete  to  break  an  An- 
dover school  record,  you  would  pro- 
bably think  of  a hulking  20  year  old 
PG.  Maybe  a long  lean  4-year  An- 
dover runner  or  the  Senior  star  of  the 
lacrosse  team.  If  any  of  these  images 
came  to  mind,  you  were  wrong. 
With  her  106”and  1/2”  discus  throw, 
last  Wednesday, new  Lower  Marla 
Milkowski  became  the  latest  record 
breaker.  On  Saturday,  she  improved 
her  mark  to  118  ft.  9 in.  With  these 
exploits,  who  else  could  Athlete 
of  the  Week  be  but  Marla 
Milkowski  • 

Although  just  a Lower  , Milkowski 
has  been  throwing  the  discus  for  four 
years,  as  well  as  the  last  three  sum- 
mers. Although  she  just* ‘picked  it  up 
in  8th  grade, ’’Marla  has  already  com- 
peted in  three  Junior  National  Cham- 
pionships. She  also  throws  the  javelin 
and  shotput,  placing  2nd  in  both  at 
Worcester.  Still,  the  discus  is  her 
favorite, ‘‘because  it’s  so  nice  and 
round.” 

The  record  heave  in  Worcester  was 
all  the  more  satisfying  for  Milkowski 
because  it  enabled  Anodver  to  win  a 
close,  important  meet.  Although  the 
Blue  followed  up  with  a big  loss  to 


NMH,  the  discus  throw  was  again  a 
high  point.  “It  was  a perfect  day  to 
throw, ’’said  Milkowski, “Conditions 
were  ideal. ’’Milkowski  took  advan- 
tage of  the  weather  to  break  the  old 
record  by  14  ft.,  an  astonishing  15 
percent  improvement.  With  two  years 
left  at  Andover,  she  should  put  up  an 
unbeatable  mark  by  graduation. 

The  two  meets  this  week  left  An- 
dover’s record  at  2-1.  There  are  three 
meets  remaining, “all  of  them  impor- 
tant,’’and  then  Interschols.  “I  hope  I 
can  win  there, ’’Marla  said, “but  the 
team  title  is  more  important.  We  have 
a good  chance,  except  maybe  against 
NMH,  who  just  creamed  us.” 

Milkowski  chalks  her  success  up 
to“alot  of  dedication, ’’and  to  the 
support  of  her  fellow  throwers,  Karen 
Pettegill,  and  Jill  Miller.  Milkowski 
also  receives  a lot  of  support  from  her 
friends  and  teammates  in  other 
sports.  “As  Captain  of  the  Volleyball 
team  I was  really  impressed  with 
her, ’’quoth  Kirstin  Hoefer,“She  real- 
ly helped  out  her  teammates  and 
everyone  really  loves  her.” A star  in 
Volleyball  and  Basketball, 
Milkowski’s  leadership  qualities  sure- 
ly carry  onto  Track  and  Field.  With 
two  and  a half  years  left  at  Andover, 
Milkowski’s  career  should  be  a great 
one.

Marla  Milkowski,  a new  Lower  at 
Phillips  Academy  last  fall,  began  her 
competetive  life  at  Andover  not  as  as 
an  unknown,  but  rather,  as  a one  of 
the  stars  of  the  Girls’  Track  team. 
Milkowski  participated  in  the  Shotput, 
the  Javelin,  and  the  Discus  competi- 
tions. Under  the  training  of  Coach 
Loring  Kinder,  she  has  focused  her 
energies  into  three  different  .sports, 
and  is  outstanding  at  all  of  them. 

Milkowski,  though  she  performed 
well  at  all  meets,  feels  her  best  com- 
petition of  the  season  was  at  North- 
field  Mount  Hermon.  She  earned  a 
first  in  the  discus  event,  her  personal 
favorite,  and  threw  far  beyond  any 
other  player.  Karen  Pettingill,  her 
teammate,  came  in  second  in  the  event 
with  a throw  of  82  feet.

As  she  hurled  the 
discus  through  the  air,  all  were  as- 
tounded, including  Milkowski.  The 
discus  finally  landed  at  118.9  feet, 
nearly  40  feet  farther  than  any  other 
competitor’s  attempt.  Milkowski  set 
records  at.  NMH,  and  for  the  first 


time,  truly  earned  herself  a place 
amongst  the  best  Discus  throwers  in 
New  England. 

Milkowski  continued  her  excellence 
throughout  the  rest  of  the  season.  At 
Interschols,  she  “did  not  play  as  well 
as  she  had  hoped  to,”  but  still  re- 
mained first  in  the  Discus  and  sixth  in 
the  Shotput.  She  did  not  compete  in 
the  Javelin  due  to  a proficiency  of 
players,  and  felt  that  if  she  performed, 
she  would  only  hamper  her  hances  for 
a good  showing  in  the  Discus  and 
Shotput. 

This  summer,  Milkowski  plans  to 
practice  her  field  events  during  one 
week  of  intense  trainingat  a Track  and 
Field  camp  in  Montana.  It  is  a camp 
where  the  best  field  event  competitors 
join  to  polish  their  skills,  and  to  pre- 
pare for  the  coming  season. 
Milkowski,  through  her  dedication  to 
the  sport,  and  her  hunger  for  success, 
plans  to  even  better  her  skills.  Without 
a doubt,  Milkowskiwill  once  again  be 
a powerhouse  on  the  Blue  squad  for 
the  next  two  years.

much  better.  Jones  set  the  indoor  track 
long  jump  record  with  a 16’7”  jump. 
Moving  up  from  the  300  to  the  400  in 
outdoor,  Jones  had  little  trouble.  Dur- 
ing any  given  meet,  one  could  find  her 
long  jumping,  as  well  as  running  the 
400,  the  200,  and  the  mile-relay.  Dur- 
ing another  meet  it  might  be  a 100  in- 
stead of  the  400.  Jones  also  ran  on 
almost  every  sprint  relay  team  of  the 
season,  always  anchoring.  Her  splits 
were  amazing  and  oftentimes,  such  as 
the  St.  Pauls/Cushing  meet,  she  would 
make  up  for  a considerable  deficeit  to 
win. 

Jones  was  injured  last  season  and 
that  prevented  her  from  running.  This 
season  however,  she  ran  in  every  meet 
scoring  as  much  as  10-15  points  a 
meet. 

After  a bit  of  a frustrating  season 
for  her  in  the  long  jump,  Jones  went 
into  interschols  at  the  end  of  the  sea- 
son ready  to  jump  well.  That  she  did.
